HB 317 passed the House and Senate unanimously and was signed into law in Representative

Dear Governor Palin, 

1 . When the State lost the Parental Consent case we also became responsible for an attorney fee to the 
prevailing parties. The legal fees that court will direct us pay to the prevailing party in the Parental Consent 
litigation will be near $700,000.00. This will be formally established shortly and then be forwarded to the 
legislature as a supplemental request. 

2. Sen. Ted Stevens is scheduled to be the Lincoln Day speaker in Juneau at the Baranov on the 19 th ■ 

3. Monday Sen. Dyson came to visit me and vented for a while about "separation of powers" and who should 
he go to if I won't make his colleagues follow their own laws. I have pulled up the old files and he 
apparently has had similar conversations with AG's Renkes and Marquez. 

He floated across several topics and then out of the blue expressed regret that my dept. had not hired 
Kevin Clarkson. Perhaps by coincidence that same afternoon Clarkson sent me an email asking why we had 
not hired someone name Fred Valdez. Then Tuesday morning former Lt Gov. Loren Lehman sent an email 
enquiring if I could explain why we had not hired Fred Valdez and asking me to call so he could vouch for the 
fellow. I only mention this for two reasons: First, the Daily News noted that Clarkson is to be one of their new 
columnists. Second, Clarkson and Lehman are prominent enough in political circles that I just wanted you to 
be aware of their sudden interest in who we should hire. From what I have been able to determine Mr. 
Valdez was interviewed and not selected. Both Clarkson and Lehman have stated in their emails that the 
position he applied for remained vacant and advertised for several weeks if not months after he was not 
hired. The impression they leave is that he was the only applicant and rather than being selected the post 
remained empty. In fed the position was filled and the same type of position was later available after that and 
also filled by another applicant. The position has not remained empty. 
My plan in this is as follows: 

I To the degree I respond to Clarkson or Lehman I plan to say little more than I cannot 
discuss personnel issues with them. 

II I said nothing to Dyson when he brought it up and he moved on to his next topic at the 
time. 

I only mention this because three fairly active political people seem to have taken a collective interest in 
this in the last couple of days.

Things went well at the AIDEA board meeting today. After the delays and confusion of the 
past few weeks, I think we're now on a clear path forward. 



The board agreed with the direction I outlined to expedite the AEA Director search, and 
we've scheduled five interviews for Monday with the intent of making a recommendation to 
you a day or two later. I suggested we plan to forward 3 names with a strong recommended 
order of preference. 

The current names are: Steve Haagenson, Mark Foster, Eric Yould, Tony Izzo, and Jim 
Hemsath. 



The asst AG reviewed the conficts issue and basically said that, absent some personal 
contractual arrangement, there shouldn't be any legal conflicts for a new AEA Director 
He specifically said that he didn't see any legal conflicts for Haagenson. 



Finally, the board agreed that no statutory changes are needed to implement the hiring of 
the AEA Director and the splitting of the organizations. We'll seek funding for the 
Director through the budget, rather than a fiscal note.

On top of that they 
use names to cover up the laws so people think they are helping the people and really they 
can be causing harm. 

The Patriot Act can be easily misused by the government and take away the rights of a 
citizen in the Unites States without ever being proven guilty in a court where a single 
citizens or voter can defend the constitutional rights given to us by citizenship. People 
are allowed to scream fire in an empty theater without causing a concern although, when a 
person screams fire in a crowded theater it is illegal and should be a cause of concern. 

In the United States we have had a law for over 200 years which I am in favor of changing. 
The law is called The Alien Enemies Act, officially it is called An Act Respecting Alien 
Enemies. The law states that in a time of war a male over the age of fourteen, who is from 
the country we are at war at, can be sent back to that country without a trial based on 
the president's presumption. We need today to see where the president's presumptions are 
coming from because many false presumptions are occurring.

It 
contradicts themselves and makes them all look like flip flopper's. 

Mystical beliefs are adhering to the knowledge that you are following something based on a 
presumption. We cannot be lead by presumptions in this Conventional Generation. Many 
leaders say that there beliefs all stand for a metaphor and that already creates a divide 
where every reader will take the metaphor differently breeding extremist's who completely 
turn the words around a hundred and eighty degrees into their own philosophy losing the 
fundamentals of what they themselves worship. 

There is no doubt in my mind that there is a higher power. How am I suppose to know what 
to call that power?

People 
believe in metaphors and worship them which is the scariest thing mankind does. A 
presumption is a fact not certainly known, thus being a theory of discussion and new 
presumptions. Worshipping a mystical belief can lead a person to extreme presumptions 
based on what they wish to believe. 

Intelligent design was an idea to teach the biblical creation of the world in the school 
systems. This idea was suggested in the courts in the twenty-first century that undermined 
evolution. Today, science has proven that man was not created six days after the beginning 
of existence. We have fossils of dinosaurs that range millions of years apart before the 
time man evolved into homo-sapiens. Homo-sapiens, humans, are an evolving species. We have 
learned to create fire and write languages which has set us apart from the other animals. 
We continue to evolve in intelligence and an example would be in technological evolution 
which includes the printing press, electricity, computers. The world evolves through plate 
tectonics, earthquakes, volcanoes, ice ages, and all the elements that shape our changing 
planet. Evolution to me is *the process of natural change.' 

The government is much like a form of organized belief. Democracy is the motor of the 
nation. It is imperialistic which refers to capitalizing from effort of supply and demand. 
In school we are told what to study and that shapes our personal outlook. Civilocity will 
evolve politics into the twenty-first century. We can not be lead by leaders who are 
extremists, such as the American ex-republican senator Rick Santorum who suggested 
intelligent design and took this issue to court and lost with an incorrect ideology in 
modern culture, trying to teach the youth of the country that evolution is a myth. This 
has been proven by science to be incorrect and evolution is in fact taking place today 
even as I write.

Last week, you received a letter from the assistant secretary of the U.S. Department of Education's Office 
of Postsecondary Education, Diane Auer Jones, announcing the College Access Challenge Grant 
(CACG) Program. CACG is a new formula-grant program designed to foster partnerships among federal, 
state, and local governments and philanthropic organizations through matching challenge grants that are 
aimed at increasing the number of low-income students who are prepared to enter and succeed in 
postsecondary education. 

CACG funds will be awarded to states based on a statutory formula that is determined by the number of 
people living below the poverty level (enclosed is a tentative allocation table for your reference). For FY 
2008, the minimum award is $330,000. 

While the final application package will not be disseminated until June 2008, the federal government is 
encouraging states to begin their planning now. States will have approximately 45 days to apply for 
funding as part of this grant program. 

A regional approach is often a more effective and efficient way of tackling major issues, especially those 
related to college preparation, access, and success. In an effort to assist states in the Western region with 
the CACG application process and grant-management responsibilities, the Western Interstate 
Commission for Higher Education (WICHE) is contacting its 15 member states to gauge their interest in 
applying for funds as a consortium. Some states might be interested in a long-term arrangement, while 
others might want to be a part of the consortium eariy on and eventually take over the management of the 
grant on their own. WICHE is willing to be flexible with the specific arrangements, in order to meet each 
state's needs. 

WICHE has extensive experience with such arrangements. For example, for five years, WICHE and the 
Colorado Department of Education managed and administered the federally funded Western Consortium 
for Accelerated Learning Opportunities, in which nine Western states partnered to work to increase the 
successful participation of low-income students in advanced placement courses and tests. As the 
administrative agency, WICHE helped to alleviate some of the pressures of grant implementation and at 
the same time provided states with a network of colleagues through which they could share ideas and 
strategies for success.

The purpose of AS 44.06.050 - 44.06.060 is to guarantee to the people their right to know and to 
approve in advance all costs of relocating the capital or the legislature; to insure that the people will 
have an opportunity to make an informed and objective decision on relocating the capital or the 
legislature with all pertinent data concerning the costs to the state; and to insure that the costs of 
relocating the capital or the legislature will not be incurred by the state without the approval of the 
electorate.

I asked Denby for a summary of actions by the board of fish at their recent meeting, which is below. We are 

meeting tomorrow to discuss what we can do to improve the situation in the Mat-Su valley, since they are 

unhappy with the results of the board meeting. Commercial fishermen in Cook Inlet are pleased with the results, 

although they won't be fully satisfied. Mat-Su sport fishermen benefited by declaration of Susitna River sockeye 

salmon as a stock of concern, but there were no further restrictions imposed on the drift net fishery as Mat-Su 

advocates were requesting. 

The department has reinstated the Deshka coho weir after numerous requests by Mat-Su legislators. 

Also, the board was very pleased with the decision to have the Habitat Division moved back to ADF&G; there was 

even applause from the audience. We have received a flood Of very positive e-mails, letters, and calls on habitat 

as well.

We are near the end of the Upper Cook Inlet salmon meeting of the Board of Fisheries. The following are the 
main actions that they have taken (including the first four, which I reported to you yesterday): 

1 . Prohibition of personal use fishing for sockeye in the lower Kenai River (which occurs in July) from boats 
powered by 2-stroke engines (other than direct fuel injection engines); this parallels action recently approved by 
the Governor and DNR for the middle Kenai River. 

2. Susitna River sockeye salmon have been declared a stock of yield concern, in answer to requests and 
proposals from the Mat-Su region. 

3. Extension of the Upper Cook Inlet eastside set giii net fishery from a previous closure date of August 1 to a 
new closure date of August 15, with only two regular (12-hour) open periods allowed during the Aug 11-15 time 
period. 

4. Liberalized sport fishing retention for early Kenai River Chinook salmon (for fish 20-28 inches only). 

5. Clarification that managing salmon fisheries in Upper Cook Inlet for the escapement goals (whichever ones are 
applicable: biological, sustainable, optimum or inriver) shall take priority over other elements of regulatory 
management plans such as prescribed closed windows and limits to extra emergency order open periods. 

6. Granting the department authority to raise or lower sport fishing bag limits for sockeye incrementally by 
emergency order (e.g., rather than by prescribed steps, from 3 per day to either zero or 6 per day currently in the 
regulations for Russian River in the Kenai). 

In sum, the eastside set gill net fishermen and the drift gill net fishermen gained some of the clarity in fishery 
management plans that they have advocated for during the past several years and the eastside set gill net 
fishermen gained some fishing time in mid August. Hopefully this will reduce some of the rhetoric that we've 
heard from these groups over the past year or so. 
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The Mat Su sport fishermen benefited by declaration of Susitna River sockeye salmon as a stock of concern, but 
there were no specific regulatory restrictions imposed on the central district drift gill net fishery (to expressly allow 
for passage of Susitna sockeye) as Mat Su advocates were requesting. While the stock of concern declaration 
will be seen positively by Mat Su advocates, they will not be satisfied, thus we will likely hear criticism that the 
Board did not go far enough to protect Susitna River stocks. 

The liberalization of sport fishing rules will be taken positively by sport fishing advocates, but they will remain 
disappointed that prescriptions for closed windows were found to be of lower priority than management for 
escapement goals. 

Just so you (and the Governor) know, the department has also decided internally, and we've let the public know, 
that we are going to reinstate the coho portion of the Deshka River weir program (i.e., the notorious $55,000) from 
our federal sport fish funding sources. Also, the Board was very pleased that the Governor decided to have the 
Habitat Division moved back to ADF&G; there was even applause from the audience.

Alaska Supreme Court Affirms TAPS Owners Overcharged Shippers 



February 15, 2008, Juneau, Alaska - The Alaska Supreme Court today affirmed the Regulatory 
Commission of Alaska's 2002 decision that the Trans- Alaska Pipeline System carriers 
charged shippers on the pipeline from 1997 to 2000 rates that were at least 57 percent 
more than their actual and reasonable costs . 

The Supreme Court, noting that the owner's arguments were generally the same as those 
presented to the Superior Court, adopted the Superior Court's opinion as its own. 

This case was originally filed in 1997, when Tesoro and Williams protested the rates 
charged by the TAPS carriers for shipping within Alaska. The RCA has jurisdiction over the 
rates charged for oil taken off the pipeline in Alaska, which is generally less than 5 
percent of the barrels shipped. After a lengthy proceeding, the RCA^ issued a decision on 
November 27, 2002, ruling that refunds should be made because pipeline owners 
significantly overcharged in-state shippers. The decision released today is the result of 
the owners' appeal of that decision to Superior Court, where it was affirmed, and then to 
the state Supreme Court . 



The shippers have filed parallel cases at the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission 
protesting interstate rates. An administrative law judge issued a decision in May 2007 
that is consistent with the RCA's decision that is under consideration by FERC. The 
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ruling by FERC will affect state royalty revenues, which are calculated by deducting 
shipping costs. 



"This decision is momentous for the State of Alaska," said DNR Commissioner Tom Irwin.

FY 2009 BUDGET 

On February 4, President Bush released his Fiscal Year 2009 budget request, including $59.2 biJlion 
in discretionary funding for the U.S. Department of Education. The request is the same as last 
year's appropriation. However, within that total, the agency would receive sizable increases in 
priority areas « strengthening the No Child Left Behind Act, challenging high school students with 
rigorous coursework, and making college more affordable - by reducing funding in other areas, 
eliminating 47 programs totaling $3,3 billion, and eliminating 759 earmarks totaling $328 million. 
Among the highlights: 

No Child Left Behind 

• a $406 million increase in Title I grants to states, to $14.3 billion (up 63% since 2001), to 
increase high schools 1 share of Tide I allocations; 

• a $607 million increase for Reading First, to $1 billion, to restore the funding required to 
implement this effective program; 

• $491 million for School Improvement Grants, to support strong leadership in helping turning 
around low-performing schools and school districts; 

• $409 million for Assessment Grants, including high school assessments aligned with college 
and work-ready standards; and 

• $200 million for the Teacher Incentive Fund, to help develop modern compensation systems. 



Other K-12 Education 
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a $337 million increase in special education grants to states, to $11.3 billion, sustaining the federal 

contribution at 17%; 

$2.8 billion for Improving Teacher Quality state grants; 

$730 million for English language acquisition; 

$1.1 billion for new choice proposals: $300 million for Pell Grants for Kids, to supply scholarships 

for low-income students enrolled in restructuring schools or high school "dropout factories'* to 

transfer to out-of-district public schools or local private schools, and $800 million for a revised 21st 

Century Learning Opportunities program, to transform that low-performing initiative into a 

scholarship program enabling poor students in struggling schools to enroU in high-quality afterschool 

programs; and 

$175 million for Academic Competitiveness Initiative proposals; $95 million for elementary and 

middle school components of Math Now, which would employ research-based instruction in math 

(based, in part, on the findings of the National Math Panel), $70 million for Advanced 

Placement/International Baccalaureate expansion, and $10 million to create an Adjunct Teacher 

Corps, which would encourage experienced professionals to teach high school courses. 



Student Financial Aid 

• $18.9 billion in combined discretionary and mandatory funding for Pell Grants (up 116% since 2001), 
to raise the maximum Pell Grant award to $4,800 (up 28% since 2001) and reach 5.8 million students 
(up 33% since 2001). 

The Department's discretionary appropriations have grown by $17 billion, or 40%, since FY 2001. FOR

AP REPORT 

According to the College Board's fourth annual "Advanced Placement Report to the Nation," 15.2% of the 
graduating class of 2007 achieved mastery (at least a 3 on a 5-point scale) on one or more AP exams — up 
from 11.7% for the 2002 class and 14.7% for the 2006 class. Moreover, six states now have more than 20% 
of their students graduate from high school having earned an AP exam grade of 3 or higher. Nevertheless, 
traditionally under-represented students still demonstrate much lower performance on AP exams; Indeed, 
although some states have successfully closed the gap for Hispanic students, no state with significant 
numbers of African- American or American Indian students has closed the gap. The report also spotlights 
states' efforts to implement programs that support academic achievement for all students. FOR MORE

TRANSFORMING HIGHER EDUCATION 

Over the last week, in between her visits to Louisiana (1/31), Alabama (2/1), Mississippi (2/14), and Rhode 
Island (2/15) to discuss K-12 education, the Secretary spoke out on higher education. First, on February 8, 
she addressed the Greater Houston Partnership 
( f http://www.ed.gov/news/pressreleases/2008/02/020820Q8.html) . "Houston prides itself on serving as a 
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headquarters for 23 of the Fortune 500 companies," she said. "So, I know you agree that instead of 
debating whether it's responsible to teach the fundamentals of reading and math we should be talking about 
how to prepare every student for college and today's global economy. That's why, two years ago, I launched 
a commission to start a national conversation on access, affordability, and accountability in higher 
education," led by a Houston businessman, Charles Miller. And, she continued, in "reaction" to the 
commission's report, "We're seeing some very encouraging things. A coalition of institutions began sharing 
information that has never before been publicly available. . .. Texas is using the accrediting process to 
increase access and innovation in higher education. Ivy League universities have increased aid to students. 
More consumers are talking in terms of quality, affordabiUty, and return for investment" Then, on 
February 12, she delivered the keynote at the National Legislative Summit of the American Association of 
Community Colleges and the Association of Community College Trustees 

(http://www,ed.gov/news/pressreleases/2008/02/02122008.html) . "Community colleges have never. . . 
rationed opportunity towards the privileged," she said. "Instead of keeping people out, you invite them in 
to higher education -- and not just for degrees but for targeted workforce training. Your efforts must serve 
as a model because. . . shifting demographics and the rise of the global knowledge economy mean that we 
must educate more students to higher levels than ever before." Notably, President Bush appointed the first 
Deputy Assistant Secretary for Community Colleges, Pat Stanley, and Assistant Secretary for Postsecondary 
Education Diane Jones began her career as a community college teacher. Clearly, "We need better ways to 
follow students as they move across the system," she concluded, citing some budget items to assist. "Not 
just first-time, full-time, degree-seeking, non-transfer students — but all students." FOR MORE

While in Texas, Secretary Spellings announced the creation of Teaching Ambassador Fellowship positions at 
the Department for the 2008-09 academic year. These positions will offer highly motivated and innovative 
public school teachers the opportunity to contribute their knowledge and experience to the national 
dialogue on education. The program-includes two tracks. Up to five Washington Fellows will become full- 
time federal employees in Washington, D.C., participating in policy discussions and working on education 
programs. Up to 20 Classroom Fellows will remain at their local schools under their regular teaching 
contracts and be paid for various assignments and projects throughout the school year on a part-time basis. 
All fellows will be selected on their record of leadership, impact on student achievement, and potential for 
contribution to the field. Only highly qualified public school teachers who have spent at least three years in 
the classroom are eligible to apply. And, to ensure collaboration, fellows must have the full support of their 
principals.

The meetings will be facilitated by a gasline team member. Their role is two-fold: 

1) Introduce the meetings and guidelines - no public testimony will be taken, but comment 
forms are available; and we cannot discuss the merits of the evaluation; and 

2) Field questions from the audience for the team members at the end of the presentation. 
Because we are still in the evaluation process, we cannot answer questions that go to the 
merits of the evaluation and we are not promoting TransCanada's application. Rather we are 
informing the public of where we are in the process and encouraging them to comment on the 
complete application. The facilitator will direct questions that go to the merits of the 
application to submit their comment on the pre-paid comment forms provided. 

The formal presentations will be given by Tom, Pat or myself, and will provide an overview 

of: 

1) Why AGIA is important - a review of why SGDA failed, core principles of AGIA (jobs and 
gas for Alaskans, open access pipeline, etc.) and Conoco 1 s alternative to AGIA; 

2) AGIA application and completeness processes; 

3) TransCanada's application, including preliminary timeline; 

4) AGIA evaluation process, including the administration's commitment to analyze LNG 
options; 

5) Next steps - incorporation of public comments and the Commissioners' determination; 

6) Ways the public can comment on TransCanada's application; and 

7) Question and answer period. 



All gasline team members traveling for the town halls received a binder full of AGIA 
information. The binders are not for public distribution - they are for the gasline team 
members only. That said, the vast majority of what is in the binder is public information. 
And the purpose of the binder is so the team knows what is already out in the public arena 
- questions that can be answered with information in the binder can be addressed during

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the town halls.

I completely agree* However, one of the complexities of this issue is that there is no 
clear consensus on what is meant by an "All-Alaska project." Here are some of the options 
envisioned by various parties: 

1) An LNG project from Prudhoe to valdez, building a new LNG facility, at various sizes; 

2) A Y-line project from Prudhoe to Delta Jet, with a smaller line into Valdez for LNG 
export ; 

3) An LNG project from Prudhoe to Cook Inlet, building a new LNG facility (not using the 
existing, small, old LNG facility 

owned by Conoco & Marathon) ; 

4) An LNG "dry gas" project from the Foothills to Cook Inlet, building a new LNG facility ; 

5) A very small Bullet Line (less than one -half bef/d) intended to provide gas for in- 
state users (for example, utilities & Agrium) with a small amount exported through the 
existing LNG facility. 



It is important to note that AGIA specifically allows us to pursue a project much like 
what is described in #5, even if AGIA results in a license issued to a project into 
Alberta . 



Also, once we have completed the AGIA evaluation we will know much more about the 
economics of certain LNG project options, since we have now included both TC's project and 
multiple LNG project scenarios (all into Valdez, none into the Cook Inlet, because we 
received no AGIA applications for an LNG project into Ck Inlet and therefore no data) . 



Once your new Energy Coordinator is on board, we should talk about how a small All-Alaska 
project fits, or conflicts (depending upon the project details) , with the AGIA process and 
an AGIA License.

Dear Governor Palin and Mr. Tibbies, 

This afternoon Sen. Olson asked to meet with me about the VPSO program. He had the budget numbers for 
the proposed recommendations of the task force. It is a set of four yearly increases to accomplish the 
improvements to the existing program. It is my understanding that he is set to meet with Mr. Tibbies today at 5:00 
PM. 

I told him I think the recommendations are good because: 

1) It is not a new program. 

2) It is improving an existing program. 

3) It is an expression of partnership with Native regional corporations. 

4) it is an expression of genuine interest with resource commitment to a real rural problem. 

5) It addresses pay/retention issues. 

6) It addresses morale and trauma issues. 

7) It provides some help for local housing. 

8) It would add fifteen new officers for each of the next four years for a total of 60 new VPSO's in 60 
villages which currently have no real public safety personnel present. 

9) State public safety and law enforcement as demonstrated in Emmonak and Aniak is lacking and not 
respected in rural Alaska. There needs to be a demonstration that we take the problem seriously and want to 
address it with a State uniform system. 

The alternative: 

1 ) Further estrangement of rural Alaska from the State of Alaska. 

2) More support for "tribal" or "village" solutions to all issues and isolation from the State. The State is 
already losing respect and authority in Native regions. 

3) No real public safety in small villages where a bad person can go on a deadly rampage for hours if not 
days before troopers arrive. 

4) No way to nip minor juvenile crime in the bud before it festers into something worse. A local State 
supervised VPSO can teach children right from wrong at the first offense when they are impressionable 
and avoid the chain reaction of unsupervised children turning into delinquents and then into hard core 
criminals. 

With all of that said, the proposal is increase the VPSO budget from 5.865 million to 7.344 million this year 
(1 ,479,000 increase) and continue to increase each of the subsequent three years to 1 1 ,137,200 in 2012. 

I have told Sen. Olson that your office is concerned about the overall budget and i cannot speak out for an 
increase without your approval.

The Alaska Federation of Natives will hold an important board meeting on Thursday, 
February 21st in Anchorage at CIRIDs offices on San Jeronimo Drive, across from the 
Anchorage Daily News. Start time: 10:30am. 



One issue that is sure to come up; AFNDs financial meltdown. 



Rumors have, been circulating for some time. But if you visit AFNDs OCB street office, 
youDll see confirmation — lots of empty rooms on the third floor, a sign that AFN is now 
a smaller, leaner operation.

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Talked with George Irwin, Vice President of AFN last week. He is currently working 
without pay -- and hopes to go back on salary, in a different position, when some other 
funding comes in. 



Irwin says AFN has been downsized to about six people. He expects the staff to grow 
back to about eight or nine workers, still a skeleton crew. 

So what happened? 



Irwin says moving the annual convention to Fairbanks last year proved costly -- and while 
in the midst of planning it, AFN President Julie Kitka realized the convention would be 
followed by layoffs, to cover the costs. It was a tough choice to make. 



Also, AFN dues, paid by the regional Native Corporations, have not changed much over the 
years to reflect the growing expenses. 

AFN will ask Native Corporations to increase their dues. And while they may do so, itDs 
not likely they will bail out the organization completely. 



AFN is definitely in a tight spot 



Irwiri says Native Corporations are now feeling their might D enjoying unprecedented 
growth and many donDt feel that AFN is needed a*s it once was. He put it this way, DThe 
children are turning their parents out in the cold.D

This financial crisis has precipitated a leadership tussleO a push to get longtime AFN 
President Julie Kitka to step aside. 

AFN under KitkaDs leadership, has done a virtuoso job of forwarding the Native agenda. 
It remains to be seen if sheDll weather this. 



Senator Albert KookeshOs office has been quiet about AFNDs finances. Kookesh is co-chair 
of AFN, along with Tim Towarak, who once held the Rural Advisor position in the Knowles 
administration. 



We may know more about what direction AFNDs leadership takes, after AFNDs board meeting 
tomorrow (Thursday) . 



AFN has invited the Governor, Commissioner Emil Nptti, Frank Bailey and me to attend D in 
person or via teleconference. 
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So whatDs the administrationDs role in this? Not much right now, except to recognize 
that AFN is struggling, to stay tuned in and supportive. 



For the state, a weakened AFN does not bode well. 



Although AFN has sometimes clashed with the state on issues like subsistence, AFN, in 
its forty years, has done much to bring about consensus in Rural Alaska and furthered 
many good causes . 



The only other statewide Native organization, the Alaska Inter-Tribal Council, has not 
had AFNDs resources, nor its success. It has also had a more adversarial relationship 
with the state. 



In recent years, AFN has been working hard with the state and federal government to 
promote economic development in villages. 

By bringing in the World Bank and the Alaska Marketplace Program, AFN has done some good 
work. There is more awareness now about the basic financial infrastructure lacking in 
Rural Alaska. 



As this administration attempts to strengthen public safety in Rural Alaska, combat 
sexual abuse, promote healthy lifestyles, deal with climate change and lower the cost of 
energy, it will need many partners, as well as AFNDs expertise and support.

AFN FINANCIAL WOES 



The Alaska Federation of Natives will hold an important board meeting on Thursday, 

February 21st in Anchorage at CIRIDs offices on San Jeronimo Drive, across from the 
Anchorage Daily News. Start time: 10:30am. 



One issue that is sure to come up: AFNDs financial meltdown. 



Rumors have been circulating for some time. But if you visit AFNDs DCD street office, 
youDll see confirmation — lots of empty rooms on the third floor, a sign that AFN is now 
a smaller, leaner operation. 



Talked with George Irwin, Vice President of AFN last week. He is currently working 
without pay -- and hopes to go back on salary, in a different position, when some other 
funding comes in. 
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Irwin says AFN has been downsized to about six people. He expects the staff to grow 
back to about eight or nine workers, still a skeleton crew. 

So what happened? 



Irwin says moving the annual convention to Fairbanks last year proved costly -- and while 
in the midst of planning it, AFN President Julie Kitka realized the convention would be 
followed by layoffs, to cover the costs. It was a tough choice to make. 

Also, AFN dues, paid by the regional Native Corporations, have not changed much over the 
years to reflect the growing expenses. 



AFN will ask Native Corporations to increase their dues. And while they may do so, itOs 
not likely they will bail out the organization completely. 



AFN is definitely in a tight spot. 



Irwin^ says Native Corporations are now feeling their might D enjoying unprecedented 
growth, and many donDt feel that AFN is needed as it once was. He put it this way, QThe 
children are turning their parents out in the cold.D 



In talking with others who follow Native politicsO 



This financial crisis has precipitated a leadership tussled a push to get longtime AFN 
President Julie Kitka to step aside. 

AFN under KitkaDs leadership, has done a virtuoso job of forwarding the Native agenda. 
It remains to be seen if sheDll weather this. 



Senator Albert KookeshDs office has been quiet about AFNDs finances. Kookesh is co-chair 
of AFN, along with Tim Towarak, who once held the Rural Advisor position in the Knowles 
administration . 



We may know more about what direction AFNDs leadership takes, after AFNDs board meeting 
tomorrow (Thursday) . 



AFN has invited the Governor, Commissioner Emil Notti, Frank Bailey and me to attend D in 
person or via teleconference. 



So whatDs the administrationDs role in this? Not much right now, except to recognize 
that. AFN is struggling, to stay tuned in and supportive. 



For the state, a weakened AFN does not bode well. 
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Although AFN has sometimes clashed with the state on issues like subsistence, AFN, in 
its forty years, has done much to bring about consensus in Rural Alaska and furthered 
many good causes. 



The only other statewide Native organization, the Alaska Inter-Tribal Council, has not 
had AFNOs resources, nor its success. It has also had a more adversarial relationship 
with the state. 



In recent years, AFN has been working hard with the state and federal government to 
promote economic development in villages . 

By bringing in the World Bank and the Alaska Marketplace Program, AFN has done some good 
work. There is more awareness now about the basic financial infrastructure lacking in 
Rural Alaska. 



As this administration attempts to strengthen public safety in Rural Alaska, combat 
sexual abuse, promote healthy lifestyles, deal with climate change and lower the cost of 

energy, it will need many partners, as well as AFNQs expertise and support.

Dear Solicitor General Clement: 

I have been an Alaska Commercial Fisherman for over 40 years. During that time I have always 
been involved in the broad array of issues that could have an impact on the clean water and 
habitat that is vital to the health of my industry. Such is the case of the Kensington Mine located 
near one of our very successful salmon fisheries in Lynn Canal. 

For nearly 20-years other Southeast Alaska Gillnetters and I have followed Coeur Alaska and 
Goldbelt in their efforts to open the Kensington Gold Mine and build a dock at Cascade Point. 
They have frequently requested our input to insure that the developments would have no impact 
on a valuable fishery. Our communications have been productive and resulted in a mutually 
acceptable project that was permitted by all the agencies in July 2005. 

It was important that during construction, Coeur Alaska hired and contracted locally. In fact, 
over 50% of a plus 380 person work force was Native-affiliated. Unfortunately, those year- 
round, high paying jobs were halted by the injunction. 

We ask that you join Coeur Alaska and Goldbelt Inc. and urge the Supreme Court to review the 
decision of the Ninth Circuit Court in which SEACC, Lynn Canal Conservation, and the Sierra 
Club sued the agencies for granting 404 permits to Coeur Alaska and Goldbelt It is our opinion 
that the agencies were correct in issuing these permits and that the Ninth Circuit Court has made 
a questionable reading of the Clean Water Act in this case. 

The decision by the Ninth Circuit Court vacating Goldbelt's 404 permit is a gross injustice to the 
intent of Congress when it enacted the Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act providing these 
lands to Goldbelt with the intent that they be used for economic development and betterment of 
Goldbelt's stockholders. It is disappointing that SEACC, Lynn Canal Conservation and the 
Sierra Club are using this lawsuit to block Goldbelt's ability to develop its land in an 
environmentally responsible manner.

Dear Solicitor General Clement: 



On behalf of First Things First, Inc., I urge you to file a petition for writ of certiorari in the case 
of SEACC et al. v. U.S. Army Corps of Engineers et al, Case No. 06-35679 (9 th Circuit, May 22, 
2007) asking that the Supreme Court review the decision of the Ninth Circuit Court. 

Most of us have carefully followed the historic Kensington Gold Mine, from concept through 
construction and maintain that the agencies were correct in issuing these permits. Further, we 
believe the Ninth Circuit Court has made an erroneous reading of the Clean Water Act in this 
case. If the decision of the Ninth Circuit stands, the negative impact on mining could make 
permitting any project in Alaska, practicably impossible. 

We also believe the decision by the Ninth Circuit Court vacating Goldbeit's 404 permit is a gross 
injustice to the intent of Congress when it enacted the Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act 
providing these lands to Goldbelt with the intent that they be used for economic development 
and betterment of Goldbelt' s stockholders. It is egregious that SEACC, Lynn Canal 
Conservation and the Sierra Club are using this lawsuit to block Goldbelt' s ability to develop its

Starting a business in rural Alaska is hard but not impossible, as existing rural businesses around the 
state prove. So how do some people overcome the barriers created by small markets, remote location, 
high costs, and harsh climate, while many others fail? ISER researchers recently analyzed business 
license patterns to identify favorable community- characteristics and surveyed 196 business owners in 19 
small rural communities to ask what challenges they face and what could help more businesses succeed. 
We also did detailed interviews with 30 owners of current and former rural businesses. 

The research was sponsored by the Rasmuson Foundation, BP Exploration, Wells Fargo Bank, the U.S. 
Economic Development Administration, and the University of Alaska Foundation. What did business 
owners tell us? 

• Take a hard look at whether there'll be enough demand for what you offer. Identify either a needed 
service or an opportunity in a growing industry. Almost a third of the businesses in our survey 
provided groceries, fuel, and general merchandise, and another third were in air transportation, 
eating places, lodges, Alaska Native arts, and guiding for sport hunting and fishing. 

• Draw up a detailed business plan that accounts for all aspects of the business— expenses, 
estimated cash flow, management and training of employees, and marketing strategies. Some 
people told us their businesses had failed because they hadn't understood how to estimate all their 
likely expenses. 

• Get training In business planning, financial management, and day-to-day operations. A quarter of 
the business owners said they could still use help managing their finances and dealing with other 
aspects of day-to-day operations. They cited hiring and supervising employees, facing competition 
from other businesses, getting and ysing new technology, and having sufficient cash flow to cover 
expenses as ongoing challenges. 

• Government agencies and private organizations can best help small rural businesses by offering 
more training in financial and operations management for both prospective and current owners and 
improving rural telephone and Internet connections. One in five business owners said such training 
and better Internet and phone connections would be the biggest help to them. About one in ten 
said agencies could help by providing more financing for small businesses and by learning more 

about the big and ongoing challenges rural businesses face. 
Besides what businesses told us, our analysis of community characteristics showed that the the cost of 
getting to a community; access to scenic public lands, fisheries, or natural resources; and a diverse 
population are the characteristics that most influence business success.

Health care: Do we have too much government or too little? Should we have regulated 
markets or open markets? 
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Those are the perennial questions. 



And that's what makes the state's proposal to repeal the current Certificate of Need (CON) 
program so contentious. Yes, there are solid arguments on both sides. But after much 
consideration, we believe that the program has not accomplished what it set out ultimately 

to do more than 30 years ago — lower costs for the consumer. It is time to end Alaska's 
CON program in its present form. Doing so will not only reduce the cost of health care, it 
will also improve the access to health care, allow more competition and improve quality of 
care for patients. 



CON programs were required in all states in the mid-1970s by federal mandate. The goal was 
to make sure that health care facilities matched community need and provided access and 
quality care, which in turn would help reduce health-care costs. The federal mandate was 

repealed in 1987 — 20 years ago! — along with its federal funding. 



The basic assumption in those days was that excess capacity, in the form of overbuilding, 
directly results in health-care price inflation. However, after more than 30 years of such 
programs, the National Conference of State Legislatures has found that there is no solid 
proof that the state- sponsored CON programs have actually controlled health-care costs. In 
fact, in 2004 the Federal Trade Commission and the Department of Justice both asserted 
that CON programs actually contribute to rising prices because they inhibit competitive 
markets. 



Many opponents of CON programs have argued that health- care facility development should be 
left to the economics of each institution, in light of its own market analysis, rather 
than being subject to political influence. 



My administration agrees. 



I included repeal of Alaska's current CON program in my proposed Alaska Health Care 
Transparency Act {SB 245 and HB 337). The legislation will help Alaskans access affordable 
health care, and ensure our health-care system is responsive to changing demographics and 
market conditions. By getting information about health-care options to Alaskans, they can 
make better choices based on the health-care market. 



CON is being used by lobbyists and health-care organizations to limit competition - 
through appeal of other's CON awards or by filing suit against the state for those CON 
awards. As one member of a citizen committee studying CON in 2007 put it: "the only voices 
heard (testifying for continuing CON even more stringently) were from the financially 
vested physicians and hospitals." Currently, there are seven active CON lawsuits involving 
the state and private sector health care providers 



As I said recently in my State of the State Address to the Legislature, "Under our present 
Certificate of Need process, costs and needs don't drive health- care choices — 
bureaucracy does. Our system is broken and expensive." Eliminating the CON program, with 
certain exceptions, will allow free-market competition and reduce onerous government 
regulation.

Dear Governor Palin: 

I sent this email to Senator Hoffman and Rep. Edgmon asking them to expand the scope of the Railbelt

1/3 of 90 Day Session Already Passed! 

Session is moving along at a much quicker pace than in previous years. Many staffers and 
legislators are rather frustrated with the accelerated pace and schedule of committee hearings, 
budget subcommittees and floor sessions. Both Legislative bodies have scheduled additional 
meetings with both bodies often working longer hours and on weekends. Working with the 
Senate Labor and Commerce Committee, State Chamber staff has already spent multiple 
Saturdays, working through complex issues surrounding unemployment insurance. 

Budget Subcommittees have been garnering the most attention of late. A number of the 
subcommittees held meetings all day Saturday and part of Sunday this past holiday weekend in 
order to close out their budgets. Qn the House side, final reports from budget subcommittees are 
due this week, with the full Finance Committee expected to wrap up the state's operating budget 
by the end of the week or early next week. Leadership in the House and the Senate are making it 
a priority to pass the operating budget early. 

Budget 

As proposed by Governor Palin, the state's operating budget is up considerably. Final numbers 
from the House and Senate will be available in coming weeks. Folks in the legislature are a little 
more conservative including many of the Democrats, who are advocating holding the budget 
firm with slight increases for inflation. Real wrangling will take place when legislators decide 
how much money to save and in which account. Expected surpluses as of the last revenue 
report, suggest that Alaska could have an additional $3.5 to $4 billion in surplus cash. The State 
Chamber has suggested saving money in the CBR while returning the budget to FY 06 numbe! rs 
with slight inflationary increases for each year afterwards. 

90 to 120 Days 

A few legislators have alrea4y mentioned a desire to change the 90-day session once the 2-year 
limitation on changing referendums ends. Expect legislation next year to return the legislature to 
the 120-day schedule. 
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Gasline 

As reported in our last capital notes section, we ended with, "It appears there is no clear resolution in 
sight/' While this statement may still have some validity, we met with the Governor's office in order to 
get a better grasp of where the administration was going in regards to the Gasline. Under the previous 
administration, the focus was on putting together a simple contract with a few details mapped out, such 
as location of the gas, percentages for the state and how big the pipe was going to be, etc. 

As this administration has clearly pointed out, there are so many variables to consider currently, and into 
the future, that it is nearly impossible to determine the scope of a contract until those variables are 
identified. The process as the administration sees it- is that we have a potential company that is willing 
to proceed with the certificate to build the line. Gaining a certificate to build will get the ball rolling on 
the planning, permitting and scoping of the entire project. That process alone will likely take 5-6 years. 
As the state reaches the next bench mark of gaining a certificate of approval, then companies interested 
in building, paying and negotiating for cost differentials will be approached to determine the best step 
forward for the state. As the administration put it, "we have to go down this trail in order to determine 
which path to take. The folks further suggested that without making some headway, we won't be able to 
make a proper choice when the time presents itself. 

We look forward to the administration's current progress, but we will keep a watchful eye as things 
develop. 

Governor Announces Town Hall Meetings on the AGIA Gasline Process 

Governor Palin's gasline team has scheduled a series of 16 public town hall meetings around the state 
February 1 8-28 to update Alaskans on the efforts that are being taken to advance a gasline under the 
Alaska Gasline Inducement Act (AGIA). The meetings are to provide information and encourage 
Alaskans to make their voices heard by submitting written comments before the March 6 public 
comment deadline. 

The town hall meetings will provide as much information as possible about how AGIA works, the 
applications that were filed under the Act and what will happen next. Following a presentation there 
will be a question and answer period. 

The presentation will provide an overview of AGIA and describe the process that was used to determine 
whether the five applicants met the requirements to be considered for a license under AGIA. Members 
of the gasline team will also explain the evaluation process required by AGIA and how public comments 
will be considered. 

The public is encouraged to submit written comments before the March 6 deadline, through the AGIA 
website, in writing or by fax. Details on how and where to submit comments are available at 
www.dog.dnr.state,ak.us/agia. The same website contains details about the meeting times and locations.

Dear Solicitor General Clement: 

I have been an Alaska Commercial Fisherman for over 40 years. During that time I have always 
been involved in the broad array of issues that could have an impact on the clean water and 
habitat that is vital to the health of my industry. Such is the case of the Kensington Mine located 
near one of our very successful salmon fisheries in Lynn Canal. 

For nearly 20-years other Southeast Alaska Gillnetters and I have followed Coeur Alaska and 
Goldbelt in their efforts to open the Kensington Gold Mine and build a dock at Cascade Point. 
They have frequently requested our input to insure that the developments would have no impact 
on a valuable fishery. Our communications have been productive and resulted in a mutually 
acceptable project that was permitted by all the agencies in July 2005. 

It was important that during construction, Coeur Alaska hired and contracted locally. In fact, 
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over 50% of a plus 380 person work force was Native-affiliated. Unfortunately, those year-round, high 
paying jobs were halted by the injunction. 

We ask that you join Coeur Alaska and Goldbelt Inc. and urge the Supreme Court to review the decision 
of the Ninth Circuit Court in which SEACC, Lynn Canal Conservation, and the Sierra Club sued the 
agencies for granting 404 permits to Coeur Alaska and Goldbelt. It is our opinion that the agencies were 
correct in issuing these permits and that the Ninth Circuit Court has made a questionable reading of the 
Clean Water Act in this case. 

The decision by the Ninth Circuit Court vacating Goldbelt' s 404 permit is a gross injustice to the intent 
of Congress when it enacted the Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act providing these lands to Goldbelt 
with the intent that they be used for economic development and betterment of Goldbelt's stockholders. 
It is disappointing that SEACC, Lynn Canal Conservation and the Sierra Club are using this lawsuit to 
block Goldbelt's ability to develop its land in an environmentally responsible manner.

Governor & Mike: 

Just a heads up that PSEA (troopers and airport safety officers) will likely run some 
nasty ads this weekend saying the Governor and Commissioner don't care about 
public safety. Their offer to the State has been 9% + 3%+Anchorage CPI, + 3% + 
Anchorage CPI. My offer right now is 3%,3%,3% due to all of their requests for 
additional compensation in various categories, and the unknown fiscal impact of all 
of them when aggregated. 

The arbitrator's award for APEA-SU was only for 5.5%, 3% and 3%. We are trying to 

be creative in the contract, allowing flexible work schedules where the department 

finds it appropriate, but their initial offer pyramided the 5% premium pay they get, so 

that if a trooper was: 

Flying a plane in his scuba gear going to a search and rescue with a dog in the plane, 

he would get 15% premium pay on top of his regular pay. The union has backed off 

of this as a "concession*. 

PSEA's tactic is to ask for the outlandish and then attempt to appear conciliatory 

with an aggressive offer.

Governor 

As you know, the Department of Fish and Game and the Board of Fisheries are currently engaged in predator 
(wolf) control plans that involve public permittees using aircraft in five areas in the state. These are associated 
with implementation of the intensive management law (and the same-day airborne law). 

There is also statutory provision (AS 16.05.783 (e)) for employees of the department to be directly involved in 
predator control, using aircraft (including helicopters), if authorized by the Board of Game or the commissioner. 

The Board of Game is meeting in Fairbanks beginning February 29, and lasting through March 10. One 
discussion item will be development and implementation of an additional predator control plan to assist caribou 
calf survival in the South Alaska Peninsula herd (near the Port Molier area). The situation for the SAPCH is 
extreme, and the plan would likely entail department employees deployed in helicopters during a two-week period 
just after calving (e.g., June 1 - 15) to remove any wolves that would threaten to prey on the calves during this 
particularly vulnerable period. This is more like a biological emergency than a genera! attempt to increase prey 
abundance. And, there is no readily available public in the area to conduct effective efforts. 

I believe that this is an instance where the department's judgment is called for, and I am prepared to exercise that 
judgment based upon biological guidance from our wildlife management experts, discussions with the Board of 
Game, and legal advice from our AG's office. I do not believe that you as Governor need to be directly involved in 
the decision-making. But, of course, even this proposed plan will generate controversy and questions about 
whether or not you support such an exercise. I remember last spring you asked rhetorically, "Why do I have to 
make these decisions?" in this case, Governor, I believe you do not need to make the decision. However, I want 
to make sure you are comfortable with the possibility, and also with having me as commissioner exercise this 
judgment and authority. 

Attached is a more detailed summary of the situation. Unless I hear differently, we will be presenting this plan to 
the Board of Game at the end of this month (actually, earfy in March). Once it is presented to the Board, it is 
public. 
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Please let me know if you have objections or specific concerns.

Just a heads up that PSEA (troopers and airport safety officers) will likely run some 
nasty ads this weekend saying the Governor and Commissioner don't care about 
public safety. Their offer to the State has been 9% + 3%+Anchorage CPI, + 3% .+ 
Anchorage CPI. My offer right now is 3%,3%,3% due to all of their requests for 
additional compensation in various categories, and the unknown fiscal impact of all 
of them when aggregated. 

The arbitrator's award for APEA-SU was only for 5.5%, 3% and 3%. We are trying to 

be creative in the contract, allowing flexible work schedules where the department 

finds it appropriate, but their initial offer pyramided the 5% premium pay they get, so 

that if a trooper was: 

Flying a plane in his scuba gear going to a search and rescue with a dog in the plane, 

he would get 15% premium pay on top of his regular pay. The union has backed off 

of this as a "concession*. 

PSEA's tactic is to ask for the outlandish and then attempt to appear conciliatory 

with an aggressive offer.

Second topic - Michelle Sydeman of Senator Wielechowski's office told me yesterday that Governor Palin 
recognized her as his staffer, pulled her aside, and told Michelle that she (the Governor) believes this 
transparency into government (SB 201) should be passed as law.

I agree with you about expectations from the governor, I don't expect her to be perfect 
every time. I also figured she did not have time to be briefed otherwise she would not 
have stumbled over the DNR process. My only concern was that she sounded adversarial 
enough about the proposal that I thought the administration/DNR were considering rejecting 
it before it even got a chance of a thorough review. That is really my only concern. 



Regarding the 3*5 bcf/d pipeline .» my point was, without Point Thomson a 3.5 bcf/d 
pipeline is what you will get. - in essence the wrong size pipe. When Point Thomson does 
come on-line it ends up taking up cheap expansion space in a smaller pipe instead of 
participating in the first open season allowing TransCanada to build a larger pipe which 
would allow for a lot more cheaper expansion for future explorers. 



Regarding issues being worked out in the next couple of months, there are a couple of 
issues I think can be worked out in the next couple of months and Point Thomson is one of 
them. Exxon has submitted a Plan of Development. DNR normally would be able to review the 
plan and respond in that amount of time. Luckily the court also put a deadline on DNR so 
that they will be required to come to a decision in a reasonable amount of time. 



With the Point Thomson issue behind us we will be able to focus on the main issue which is 
what can the state do the enhance the likelihood of a successful open season. 



By the way my initial briefing to her the night before would have been the one I wrote to 

you. Five minutes after I read the POD I could have sent you that message, in fact I

Steve, 



I have not had a chance to listen to the governor's press availability so I am not 
sure what is troubling you. However, I can tell you that there has been limited 
opportunity for the DNR team to review and brief the commissioner, never mind the 
governor. There was an initial review the night it came in and then we hit the road for 
the townhall meetings. I don't see how she can be expected to provide the type of 
comments you suggested without the benefit of such briefing. 



Another thing I can tell you with confidence is that Exxon will absolutely get an 
opportunity to present their remedy with fair consideration. But you have hit the nail 
squarely on the head with regards to one of the difficult questions the commissioner will 
have to answer: can we take Exxon at their word? I'm glad I don't have to make that 
decision. 



As for sizing the pipeline, my reading of the TransCanada application suggests that 
they would consider 3.5 bcf/d in commitments a successful open season. I think we have 
talked about thi a previously. The volume committed by each company matters; sure, but so 
does the term. As Cathy foerster said to the resources committee in the senate, PBU can 
supply that without much problem. As you and I both know, however, that volume can't be 
sustained for 15 years let alone the 25 years the initial recourse rates are likely to 
require. There will have to be other sources of supply necessary and PTU can one of those 
sources. Its too bad that Exxon and BP haven't been exploring in NPR-A like Conoco. If 
they had, they might be better positioned to participate in the open season. 



Undoubtedly, there are a whole bunch of big, moving parts that need to be 
coordinated and PTU is one of them. I just hope you aren't expecting them to be worked 
out in the next two months...! hope we can agree that is an unrealistic expectation.

Joe, 

I listened to the Governor's press availability a couple of times and read Wes Loy's 
ADN article regarding Exxon's Point Thomson Unit proposal. I want to make sure the 
governor understands what DNR requested in their Director's decision regarding the 22nd 
POD and what Exxon proposed most recently. Basically what Exxon proposed far exceeds what 
DNR requested and what DNR represented to the court it needed from a Point Thomson POD. 
The governor's statement sounded like she did not understand that the state stood up to 
Exxon and won. » 



She missed the opportunity to claim victory. Weeks or months from now when DNR 
approves Exxon's plan it will be old news. She could have said, "It looks like Exxon 
finally listened to the state and proposed a plan to produce Point Thomson. The Exxon 
proposal is in response to a deadline from the court process, without taking them to court 
we may never have seen this proposal. We are still concerned that Exxon will perform what 
it proposes. DNR will hold a hearing on the proposal on March 3rd. They will make the 
decision if the plan is sufficient and if they can be assured that Exxon will perform what 
it proposes " . 



It is clear from talking to Exxon that they will perform what is in the plan. This 
proposal not only gives DNR what it requested from Exxon, it allows Point Thomson to be 
ready to show up to a binding open season within a couple of years. 



I heard Kurt Gibson respond to someone recently in response to the AG's office 
saying that Point Thomson litigation won't be settled until 2010 or 2011, he said that 
fi^rst gas is about 10 yeatfs away and Point Thomson will certainly be settled by then, {not 
his exact words but the intent of his words). The impression he left was that Point 
Thomson litigation is not a problem, but he is wrong. 

The real Point Thomson question is will it be ready for the first binding open 
season prior to the submittal of the FERC application. Someone is forgetting that the size 
of the pipeline will be determined by the binding open season. You end up with a different 
size pipe if you only have Prudhoe Bay gas to commit to the binding open season. If any of 
the DNR folks tell you differently they will have to make suggestions that can easily be 
refuted. 

One of my biggest concerns with an open season, which I have not talked about 
publicly, was Point Thomson. For a 4.5 bcf/d pipeline to be a reality, we need both Point 
Thomson and Prudhoe Bay to show up at the open season. Exxon's proposal gives the state 
what it needs and gives the TransCanada a chance for success at their open season. 

If the state finds a way to snatch defeat out of the jaws of victory, there can 
still be a successful open season, but it will just require a smaller pipeline and less 
value to the state, - not a good way to maximize the benefits to the people of the state. 

As you can tell from this e-mail, I think that the Exxon proposal is a good 
solution. The state needs to assure itself that Exxon will perform what it proposes, but 
beyond that, this meets everything the state told the court it needed. I have negotiated 
with Exxon many times and when the say they give you an unconditional commitment to 
perform, they will do it. 
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Please convey my concerns to the governor. I would be glad to talk to you or her or 
DNR any time you want regarding this issue either from a legal or project standpoint. 



Jessica asked me to cc her on this e-mail; so, I have done so. She is trying to make 
sure my communications get to you while you are on the road. Good job standing up to Exxon 
and getting a reasonable plan for moving forward.

2. TAPS/SR: Mr. Hamel's latest letter is focused entirely on the TAPS system, 
specifically the Strategic Reconfiguration (SR) project which has been in work for some 
time. Mike Thompson, State Pipeline Coordinator and engineer Louis Kozisek are completely 
familiar with both the TAPS and the SR project. The PSIO has therefore not been involved 
in the research or responses on these topics, but nonetheless I have reviewed and support 
the information in Commissioner Irwin's letter. 



3. To clarify: Bruce references Tom Bewak below. Mr. Bewak has raised issues 
relative to pipe construction at Milne Pt., which the PSIO has investigated. That 
investigation is concluded, and the final report will be posted shortly. [It has no 
relation to the issues raised by Chuck Hamel relative to the TAPS/SR project.] 



4. Budget Request for four PSIO positions: The PSIO has been performing 
investigations and looking into allegations of problems relative to the soundness of our 
oil and gas systems since Day l. We've been doing this work conscientiously, but not in 
the robust manner that we would like. Frankly, we are hard-pressed, with current 
staffing, to address these issues -- and have done so at the expense of overall program 
development. Should an emergency occur, or huge system integrity issue come to our 
attention, it would be very difficult for the PSIO to respond adequately. I appreciate 
your support for these positions, and hope that the final budget decisions will fund them

Nels, 

As I indicated at our last meeting, the Anchorage Bowl and perhaps the whole Railbelt is facing an 
energy crisis that could easily become a disaster of untold size. The Bowl not only uses natural gas to 
generate most of their electric power, they use gas to heat their facilities. When the gas is gone, most 
facilities will have no alternatives to lean on. Susitna is decades away. Healy clean coal plant could 
restart but given the extent of the shortage, would only fix a small part of the problem. Moreover, most if 
not all heating units cannot be replaced with electric heat if there is no electricity, and probably are not 
easily convertible to oil-fired furnaces. Anchorage is looking the devil in the eye and should be taking 
immediate steps to address this issue. 

I bring this up because Anchorage will need all of the resources available in your area— and in 
other rural areas— and they will need it soon. All that is lacking is "a road to market" in the form of 
interties such as you suggest. 

You have been advocating for a statewide energy policy for years— a voice "crying in the 
wilderness"— and have been largely ignored. Now facing an energy crisis, there seems to be only half- 
hearted efforts to fix it. This is not the time for half hearted efforts. What is happening in the rural 
communities will soon be happening in the Railbelt I cannot even begin to conceive the ramifications.

Our energy policy needs to advocate that our regions across the state begin plans to build regional 
electrical energy grids. Then we should be working on a policy that will have the state planning and 
building an Alaska State- Wide Energy Grid that will ensure that all of our communities across the state 
will have a long-term, affordable, reliable source of energy. 

We have vast renewable and nonrenewable resources all across the state that can contribute electrical 
power to a State- Wide Energy Grid. The Northwest has immense coal supplies, we have geothermal 
resources all along the Alaska Range and Aleutian Chain, we have hydro power potential, natural gas 
reserves of untold magnitude, coal-bed methane, peat bogs, wind energy across the state, tidal resources, 
and many other acceptable alternatives that can have the entire state contributing power to a State- Wide 
Energy Grid.

Hi Bob et al: 

We certainly agree with your comments that Rural Alaska has a transportation problem which causes 
energy to be very expensive. We are currently developing the technology and systems to provide a much 
lower cost system of intertieing energy resources and rural communities together using a special single 
wire Direct Current system. We have been funded by the Denali Commission for Phase I of this project 
and since receiving good reports from our key inverter technology supplier, we can now request Phase II 
funding. This Phase consists of building equipment and the special transmission system and testing to 
verify designs. Phase 111 of the project will be a 25 mile interconnection between Mi Village and St. 
Marys. 

It may be of interest to you that a HVDC poweriine from the North Slope to Fairbanks and beyond can 
transport the electricity made from natural gas at a lower price than a gas pipeline. As a result, the bullet 
pipeline will not be required if its major purpose is to provide gas to generate electricity. Suppose the main 
gas line is delayed or not built at all and the base value of the Prudhoe gas is set by its being stranded. A 
generation plant built on the North Slope will have the following advantages. A gas conditioning plant to 
remove the C02 from the gas is not needed as gas with C02 can be used directly in a gas turbine plant 
Turbines are more efficient and can generate more electricity because of the lower ambient temperature 
-of the Slope. Exhaust €02 gas can be sequestered baek into the fiel&and used to extract more oil. There 
will be no carbon tax on this plant. The DC power line can have branches into the central Alaska's river 
systems and connect to regional lower voltage single wire DC grids such as we are developing. It is 
potentially feasible for electricity to be so inexpensive as to be used for heat in buildings, and perhaps to 
provide fuel for vehicles and boats as hydrogen. 

Distributed generation sources are more robust than a single source. It is easy to envision many rural 
resources and systems feeding into a large Alaskan grid. The current requirements point toward using 
gas for the long term the use of renewables distributed over a grid will allow Alaska to emulate Norway 
that generates 95% of its electricity with hydro.

Nels, 

As I indicated at our last meeting, the Anchorage Bowl and perhaps the whole Railbelt is facing an 
energy crisis that could easily become a disaster of untold size. The Bowl not only uses natural gas to generate 
most of their electric power, they use gas to heat their facilities. When the gas is gone, most facilities will have 
no alternatives to lean on. Susitna is decades away. Healy clean coal plant could restart but given the extent of 
the shortage, would only fix a small part of the problem. Moreover, most if not ail heating units cannot be 
replaced with electric heat if there is no electricity, and probably are not easily convertible to oil-fired furnaces. 
Anchorage is looking the devil in the eye and should be taking immediate steps to address this issue. 

I bring this up because Anchorage will need all of the resources available in your area— and in other 
rural areas— and they will need it soon. All that is lacking is "a road to market" in the form of interties such as 
you suggest. 

You have been advocating for a statewide energy policy for years— a voice "crying in the wilderness"—- 
and have been largely ignored. Now facing an energy crisis, there seems to be only half-hearted efforts to fix it. 
This is not the time for half hearted efforts. What is happening in the rural communities will soon be happening 
in the Railbelt. I cannot even begin to conceive the ramifications. 

This issue was also the subject of an editorial in the last "Alaska Journal of Commerce: and was 
reprinted in today's "Juneau Empire."

TAPS/SR : Mr. Hamel's latest letter is focused entirely on the TAPS system, specifically the 
Strategic Reconfiguration (SR) project which has been in work for some time. Mike Thompson, 
State Pipeline Coordinator and engineer Louis Kozisek are completely familiar with both the 
TAPS and the SR project. The PSIO has therefore not been involved in the research or responses 
on these topics, but nonetheless I have reviewed and support the information in Commissioner 
Irwin's letter. 

To clarify : Bruce references Tom Bewak below. Mr. Bewak has raised issues relative to pipe 
construction at Milne Pt, which the PSIO has investigated. That investigation is concluded, and 
the final report will be posted shortly.

Budget Request for four PSIO positions : The PSIO has been performing investigations and 
looking into allegations of problems relative to the soundness of our oil and gas systems since 
Day 1.

Frankly, we are hard-pressed, with current staffing, to address these issues - and have 
done so at the expense of overall program development. Should an emergency occur, or huge 
system integrity issue come to our attention, it would be very difficult for the PSIO to respond 
adequately.

At Senator Stevens' request, Larry and I met this morning with Senator Murkowski 
and him, plus various staff from all three offices to discuss the gas pipeline and 
Congressional earmarks, particularly in the transportation area. The meeting was 
difficult but useful. 

There are fundamental differences between the State and the Congressional 
delegation on the gas pipeline. In my opinion, these differences are not the product 
of inadequate information. Rather, they reflect differences of opinion about AGIA 
and about what is possible in DC concerning the bridge shipper, changes in the loan 
guarantee, and the risk of re-opening existing federal law. There was 
also discussion of whether TransCanada can be held liable for costs incurred by the 
original pipeline consortium formed many years ago. 

We raised the possibility that these differences might dissipate once the AGIA 
process has been completed. Both TransCanada and the producers have said that 
they want to work with each other, and there is a good likelihood that the issue of 
fiscal certainty will be addressed once we know what the State is dealing with. 
Senator Stevens believes that ConocoPhillips might file an application directly with 
FERC. 

Regarding earmarks, Senator Stevens thinks that there is a difference between what 
the State says and does on earmarks. I responded that we don't see all earmarks as 
bad, only those where there is no strong federal nexus or public support and where 
there is no open and transparent process. In particular, I cited your response to 
Carl Marrs and our 31 earmark requests, all of which satisfy applicable 
requirements. 

Then, the discussion switched to transportation earmarks. The delegation wants 
DOTPF to communicate more with local governments about the status of their 
earmarks. We also talked about how requirements of the Federal Highway 
Administration play into the process. 

We said that DOTPF is preparing an analysis of all pending transportation earmarks 
so that the delegation can see their current status and why some of them have not 
been implemented. We also asked for early consultation between the Congressional 
delegation and us to resolve problems before they arise in federal law. 

Senator Stevens said that he is prepared to respond publically and critically when 
he sees a discrepancy between the administration's statements and actions on 
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earmarks. I also had the feeling that he might talk more about infirmities in the 
AGIA approach. 

As you know, Senator Murkowski will give her speech to the Legislature on March 
18th. She would like to meet with you one-on-one to discuss relations among the 
elected principals, feeling that since she is not running for re-election this year, she 
might be in the best position to do this. 

I will brief Mike Tibbies in greater detail and would be glad to talk with you as well.

At Senator Stevens' request, Larry and I met this morning with Senator 
Murkowski and him, plus various staff from all three offices to discuss the gas 
pipeline and Congressional earmarks, particularly in the transportation area. 
The meeting was difficult but useful. 

There are fundamental differences between the State and the Congressional 
delegation on the gas pipeline. In my opinion, these differences are not the 
product of inadequate information. Rather, they reflect differences of opinion 
about AGIA and about what is possible in DC concerning the bridge shipper, 
changes in the loan guarantee, and the risk of re-opening existing federal law. 
There was also discussion of whether TransCanada can be held liable for costs 
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incurred by the original pipeline consortium formed many years ago. 



We raised the possibility that these differences might dissipate once the AGIA 
process has been completed. Both TransCanada and the producers have said 
that they want to work with each other, and there is a good likelihood that the 
issue of fiscal certainty will be addressed once we know what the State is dealing 
with. Senator Stevens believes that ConocoPhillips might file an application 
directly with FERC. 

Regarding earmarks. Senator Stevens thinks that there is a difference between 
what the State says and does on earmarks. I responded that we don't see all 
earmarks as bad, only those where there is no strong federal nexus or public 
support and where there is no open and transparent process. In particular, I 
cited your response to Carl Marrs and our 31 earmark requests, all of which 
satisfy applicable requirements. 

Then, the discussion switched to transportation earmarks. The delegation wants 
DOTPF to communicate more with local governments about the status of their 
earmarks. We also talked about how requirements of the Federal Highway 
Administration play into the process. 

We said that DOTPF is preparing an analysis of all pending transportation 
earmarks so that the delegation can see their current status and why some of 
them have not been implemented. We also asked for early consultation between 
the Congressional delegation and us to resolve problems before they arise in 
federal law. 

Senator Stevens said that he is prepared to respond publically and critically when 
he sees a discrepancy between the administration's statements and actions on 
earmarks. I also had the feeling that he might talk more about infirmities in the 
AGIA approach. 

As you know, Senator Murkowski will give her speech to the Legislature on March 
18th. She would like to meet with you one-on-one to discuss relations among the 
elected principals, feeling that since she is not running for re-election this year, 
she might be in the best position to do this. 

I will brief Mike Tibbies in greater detail and would be glad to talk with you as 
well. 

P.S. 

We met this afternoon with the Human Resources Committee of the AFN. They 
would like very much to meet with you as well to discuss a number of federal and 
state issues that they reviewed with us. In the meantime, we will follow-up, as 
needed, with various Commissioners.

1. EPA CONSIDERING PROPOSAL TO RCRA LANDFILL LOW- 
LEVEL NUCLEAR WASTES 

The EPA is said to be reconsidering a controversial proposal that may 
open hazardous waste landfills to low-level radioactive waste by 
regulating them under subtitle C of the Resource Conservation & 
Recovery Act (RCRA). The plan addresses Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission (NRC) concerns about diminishing disposal capacity for 
these wastes and the increasing cost to decommission nuclear facilities. 
A big concern is whether RCRA landfills housing low-level nuclear waste 
could later be used for new construction and development. Currently, 
most low-level nuclear waste is disposed of at NRC-licensed facilities, but 
some states allow its disposal in RCRA landfills on a case-by-case basis.

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2. FEDERAL E-WASTE LEGISLATION TO ADOPT PRODUCER 
RESPONSIBILITY APPROACH 

Lawmakers working on federal e-waste legislation are touting a 
consensus-based extended producer responsibility approach, as 
described in a concept paper, a precursor to what might become the 
National Electronic Products Stewardship Act. Manufacturers, retailers 
and recyclers would share the task of setting up and running a national 
program to collect, transport, and recycle e-waste. Existing state e- 
waste laws would not be preempted \f the Jaw is enacted, but it would 
serve as a floor for future state controls, the paper said.

4. GREANPEACE REPORT DETAILS GLOBAL PROBLEM OF E- 
WASTE 

A recent Greenpeace report chronicles the dumping of millions of tons of 
discarded electronic equipment containing toxic chemicals and heavy 
metals every year without recycling or safe disposal. According to the 
report entitled "Toxic Tech: Not in Our Backyard," more than 80 percent 
of televisions, computers, mobile phones and other equipment escape 
proper handling in the United States, and about 75 percent in the 
European Union. In India, 99 percent of such "e-waste" is mishandled. 
"The introduction of appropriate reuse, recycling and recovery 
technologies is not keeping pace" with growing sales, said the report. 
More than 1 billion mobile phones were sold last year alone. A mobile 
phone contains 500 to' 1,000 components, many of them containing 
potentially dangerous metals like lead, mercury, cadmium and beryllium, 
as well as hazardous chemical flame retardants. In the EU where 
producer responsibility has been legislated since August 2005, there has 
been more success than in the US where "a relatively unsophisticated 
infrastructure" exists to collect and process e-waste; however, several 
states are requiring producers to have take-back schemes.

5. ANOTHER GUILTY PLEA IN FEDERAL PROBE OF CONNECTICUT 
WASTE INDUSTRY 

The ongoing federal probe of a mob-backed scheme to control the waste 
hauling industry in Connecticut and east New York has netted another 
guilty plea. This time it is Thomas Mffo, 70, of Mamaroneck, NY who was 
a silent partner with trash magnate James Galante on several hauling

Covanta Holding Corp. said its fourth-quarter net earnings rose to $72.3 
million, or $0.47 per share, from $11.9 milfion, or $0.08 per share, a 
year ago. Revenue for the period ended Dec. 31 rose to $395.4 million 
from $317.9 million a year earlier well ahead of analysts' estimates of 
$358.8 million.

11. ENGLOBE REPORTS 4Q [LOSS OF W^J-OoN FROM 
RESTRUCTURING COSTS 

Environmental services company Englobe Corp, reported a fourth quarter 
net loss of $1 million, down from net income of $1 million in the year 
earlier period.

Good Afternoon Phil: 

1 have thought long and hard about your question. Hear are some of the thoughts I have at this time. 
Please note they are my own opinions and have not been discussed formally with the Open Arms Board 
or with either Pastor Joe or Pastor Kuehnert. 

First of all, Open Arms is THE center in town. With the closures of Educare last spring, Play & Learn 
East in August and now Play & Learn West, parents have few choices for center-based care. In 
conversations with Cheryl Keepers at the Child Care Assistance Office, she notes that there are about 
4400 children under age 6 in need of care in the borough. However, there are only 2200 licensed child 
care slots. Is this an opportunity for Open Arms to expand? 

My first reaction is to say an informed "No". In conversations with Gara Bridwell, Executive Director of 
Play & Learn, and with the former Director of Educare, the story is always the same: Centers lose money 
because parents can't afford the true cost of care. To compensate for this centers do not pay their staff 
well. Staff turnover is high (432 in 2.5 years for Open Arms) and the quality of care and education for our 
very important young children suffers. And just in case we have forgotten, this is the age when a child's 
brain grows the most, and when certain windows of learning open and close, never to be "renamed" \n 
quite the same way. We have certain scientific evidence (PET scans) which proves this to even the most 
skeptical person. Christ is brilliant— he created ail of these young children and knew for certain that they 
were the most important in His kingdom! Solid research by several different firms shows the huge return 
on each dollar spent on quality fcarly childhood education— an average of $7!! It is definitely "patient 
capital", but an investment that clearly saves taxpayers down the road in remedial costs for education, 
the penal system, etc., hot to mention the positive impact on our future community. 

I have been in the early childhood profession for 30+ years. The story hasn't changed. Society in 
general sees child care as a family responsibility and not a societal concern, Without debating the 
reasons children are in childcare, the number of children in care has only increased during this time. 
These young children grow up without quality care and education in their youngest and most formative 
years and become the people who will take care of us, teach our grandchildren and run our country. 
Whether or not you believe young children should be in child care is really a moot point because they are

and will continue to be. The cost of providing care will continue to climb as standards for teaching staff 
are raised. How will Centers be able to continue to provide care? How will Open Arms be able to survive, 
let alone expand? As you are aware, we currently struggle to make ends meet and are dependent on 
church assistance of $14,000 per year and fundraising dollars of $50,000 per year. 

I am aware that one of the mission goals for Zion is to add satellite centers in the borough. Now seems 
Jike a good time? If we are indeed serious about the expansion, I would suggest the following: 

1 . A special committee be appointed to look at the possibility of expanding. They would need to 

consider financing, staffing and location. 
This committee should include members from the business community, early childhood 
community, and from both the Open Arms Board and Leadership Council. I would suggest a 
meeting with Gara Bridwell as well. 

2. Setting up a separate training unit for staff as part of Open Arms. This would be a unit that runs 
year around and whose sole purpose would be to train new and current staff. By setting up our 
own training we could by pass the need for our teacher assistants to obtain degrees. This would 

be similar to what the military does. 

3. increasing the rates to pay for the actual cost of care in all facilities, but offering significant 
scholarships for low income families who qualify for state assistance. 

4. Conducting a demographic study to see if our community could support both expansion and an 
increase in rates— in some cases almost double the current rates. 

Finally, 1 know that our God is a God of the impossible. He has proven over and over again to me 
personally and to the Zion congregation. I would suggest that much prayer and study go into any thought 

of expansion. 

1 would also welcome your thoughts as to other possibilities for expansion or items to consider.

Dr, Gerlach, I appreciate your comments below and taking the time to address this issue. Where 
in this House Bill does it say that raw milk sold to the consumer will only be consumed raw? It 
does NOT. While many consumers prefer to drink raw milk much as they prefer to eat raw fish 
in Sushi Bars and Steak Tartar (ground raw beef) in some of the finest restaurants in Alaska, this 
law does not prohibit the consumer from pasteurizing the milk they take home from a farm if 
they so choose. To jump to the conclusion that all Alaskans will drink only fresh raw milk 
purchased in it's raw state is preposterous. To require all Alaskans to cook their milk before 
consumption is equally preposterous. The enzymes and natural cultures present in raw milk 
makes some of the finest fresh artisan cheeses in this world today. If I want to buy raw milk and 
make fresh cheese for myself and my family, I am intelligent enough to follow directions and do 
so. The present law PROHIBITS MY ABILITY TO DO SO legally. 

We in Alaska do not need a law that requires us to cook all raw fruits, raw vegetables, raw meats, 
raw fish, nor raw eggs, nor do we need a law requiring us to cook (or purchase only cooked) 
milk. The right to purchase fresh raw products from local producers including raw milk is in 
place, by law, in the majority of states in the United States, preserving the rights of citizens, 
RELIGIOUS CULTURES, ETHNIC CULTURES, and the citizen's right to freedom of 
choice. 

From Christianity Today magazine, February 27, 2008: 
"3. You gotta fight for your right to raw milk 

Milk that comes straight from the cow tastes a lot different than the kind you buy in the store. 
Partly, that's because pasteurization kills off the bacteria and destroys the milk's vitamins. In 
response a lot of farmers, including many Christians, drink their milk raw. Unfortunately for 
them, it's illegal to sell raw milk. But you can drink your milk from your own cow. Some farmers 
sell shares of their cows sind give the "owners" their raw milk. 

You can be sure that plenty of farmers are watching the case of Arlie Stutzman, who was busted 
for selling an undercover agent raw milk. "While I can and I have food, 111 share it," said 
Stutzman, who is Amish. "Do unto others what you would have others do unto you. 1 * 
"We know people are deprived of this real food," he told The Washington Post / 

I don't believe that I need to go into great detail here on behalf of the many ethnic and religious 
cultures present in Alaska today, including Amish as an example above, and each group's 
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specific milk procurement and handling dictations, but will be happy to if needed. We are reminded to 
respect those ethnic cultures and religions in Alaska that require raw milk as part of their practices. The 
population of Alaska is not solely made of up of Ethno-Europeans - all Alaskans should be treated fairly 
and equitably and have the right to purchase raw milk directly from the producer. 

Those of us who are asking our state Representatives and Senators to allow Alaskans to join the 
*majority* of the states allowing the sale of raw milk directly from the farmer to the consumer are only 
requesting the right to procure the freshest, most wholesome product for our selves and our families. 
What an individual does at home with anything legally purchased should be left up to that individual, 
not a department of the Government of Alaska that is in place to serve Alaskans. In this society of up to 
the minute internet conversations and education there is no need for the state to prohibit the sale of raw 
milk directly from the farmer to the consumer any longer. There is no need any longer for the 
government to hold my and other's hands and tell me that I and others are a bad person for purchasing 
any fresh item from the local producer of my choice - purchase raw milk for personal use, whatever that 
use may be in the privacy of our homes, to include but not limited to drinking it cooked, raw, or white- 
washing a barn with it. Since one of the DEC'S inspectors *this week* has told a local Grade A milk 
producer to cease and desist from selling raw milk via cow shares, ALL raw milk sales in Alaska are 
now said to be illegal and I just will not just sit and allow an outdated law to take away my right to 
choose without standing up for my rights and those of my fellow Alaskans. There is no reason for 
Alaskans to purchase and have flown in fresh raw milk from another state. I am asking our State 
Representatives and Senators to continue to support the rights of it's citizens to have the freedom to 
choose, to include the purchase of fresh raw milk from the producer of each individual's choice. There is 
no longer a need for the state to require the delivery of all raw milk produced in this state to a state- 
owned creamery; nor is there a need any longer for the state to protect it's financial investments in the 
repeatedly-failed state-sponsored dairies of the 80's and 90's. That dismal chapter in our state's history 
is closed! It is time to move on and allow the citizens of Alaska to buy fresh raw milk from the small or 
large producer themselves and to support Alaska's economy. It is time to allow the citizens of Alaska 
the freedom of choice without fear of legal prosecution, that legal right which the majority of other 
US citizens have already in place. Please let the citizens of Alaska have the legal right to purchase any 
farm product produced in this state, including farm fresh raw milk, as they so choose.

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I appreciate your email and feel that it is your right and responsibility to question the regulations and ask for a 
justification of why they are in place. At this time the regulations regarding the sale an processing of dairy 
products prohibit the sale and distribution of raw milk in Alaska. This is consistent with the regulations of 21 other 
states. I thought you should know the topic of raw miik is very popular and being discussed in several 
states. Many authorities have been consulted and in order to protect the public health the following agencies and 
groups to oppose the sale and distribution of raw milk to the public due the health hazards associated with the 
product.

It is not my intention to prohibit or deny your choice to drink raw milk but it is the of this position of this office and 
the Department of Health and Social Services to protect public health. That is why neither this office nor the 
Department of Health and Social Services can support the sale and distribution of raw milk to the public. 

I have had similar questions regarding the ones that you have raised about the other raw foods and the risk of 
food borne diseases. The degree of risk varies depending on the origin of the food product, how it is raised, how 
it is handled and marketed and how it is handled (stored and cooked) by the consumer. There is no doubt the 
risk associated with raw foods is much greater. Chicken, beef, eggs and some seafood although sold raw 
are handled in such a manner to reduce the contamination with disease causing pathogens and these are 
Intended to be cooked to eliminate any pathogens that may be inherently present in the product The public 
health Officials in Alaska as well as the federal agencies regulating foods try to minimize the disease risk to the 
public by requiring certain procedures to be followed at critical handling or processing steps each specific to the 
type of food. For milk, pasteurization has been the process used to reduce the risk of food borne diseases. The 
goal is to minimize the risk as much as possible. It is impossible to eliminate the risk completely, only to reduce it 
in an attempt to stop the negative effects of a food borne disease outbreak. 

Unfortunately, the current scientific research shows the risks associated with raw food products is increasing. 
One area of increased risk is the greater incidence of multidrug resistant bacteria being found on farms and on 
agricultural products. These pathogens are resistant to the standard treatment offered by the medical profession, 
require extraordinary measures to manage and put patients at greater risk for a poor prognosis and outcome. 
The historic evidence illustrates that about 90 % of the food borne outbreaks associated with raw milk have 
occurred in states that regulate the sale of the product Several states that allow the sale of raw milk have just 
revised their regulations in an attempt to deal with this problem. California, for example, in response to an 
disease outbreak (September 2006) in January 2007 tightened the regulations regarding the sale of raw milk. It 
is not possible to eliminate the risk associated with raw milk but it may be reduced by pasteurization. If you are 
interested in finding more information concerning the outbreak in California or other states, I would encourage you 
to contact the state health departments involved in the investigation since ! have found this information to be most 
accurate. 

In evaluating the risk of food borne disease related to dairy products, I focus on the dairy products and only 
compare the risks associated with raw miik in comparison to pasteurized milk products. Using this comparison 
the risks associated with raw milk products are significantly greater. It is important to remember that pasteurized 
milk is not sterilized and as i mentioned there is risk associated with all food products. In this case the logic 
is sound, compare the risks associated with similar food groups, use regulations to minimize the risk of disease as 
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best as we are able to protect public health.

] wish to voice rriy support in favor of raw milk, and raw milk products sales. 
There are a number of reasons for my wholehearted support- 
Alaskans are already able to either grow, catch, or harvest quite a number of raw products (shellfish, fishes, 
berries, wild game, vegetables they grow, and other edibles from the wildlands) locally. From subsistence 
hunter/gatherers, to suburban residents who scour the forest for mushrooms, fiddle head ferns and edible greens 
to enhance a healthy diet, we are well versed in proper and safe food handling and preparation. Why would raw 
milk be any different? 

In the stores are 10Qs of raw products from unknown locations that are subjected to tremendous shipping lengths- 
such as eggs, milk products, fruits, vegetables, fish, and of course grocery shelves brimming with "short shelf life" 
meats of all kinds. Also deli meats and foods prepared thousands of miles away and offered to Alaskans every 
day. On many of these products, there is no signage informing the consumer where the product came from, let 
alone when it was harvested or prepared. Just an "expiration date" on refrigerated items. 

With fresh, local raw milk and milk products, I will know where the milk comes from. I will be able to see for myself 
the farming practises/examine the premises and make an informed decision about whether to purchase it for my 
family. I cannot do this with imported milk) Instead, I am forced to buy milk that often "goes off" in the gallon jug 
within days of opening. If the farm does not meet my personal criteria for safe handling, then I can chose another 
producer. I cannot do this as it is today. A "short shelf life" is of no concern to me, as raw milk will undoubtedly be 
fresher and healthier than what is shipped in currently. I have always supported Alaskan products in my 
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purchases, why should fresh focal dairy products be out of my reach? 



As a mother and consumer, 1 cannot even identify produce in grocery stores that comes from countries whose 
production methods are questionable. When there is a recall of some type, we are at the "end of the food chain" 
and thus, most of the item has already been purchased and in many cases consumed. With local raw milk and 
raw milk products, we would indeed have dairy items "fresher by far" and people who have health concerns would 
have a choice: f want this choice for myself and my family. 

Since I do not farm, or have dairy animals of any type, I am unable to provide this healthy alternative (raw milk) to 
my family. The decision to restrict sales seems to be based upon inaccurate and unproven reports of disease 
and/or illness in the Lower 48. Most were "attributed" to very large scale operations, which is not the situation we 
have here in Alaska. Here we have a handful of struggling dairies and small livestock owners, and I say we should 
let the Alaska consumer pro^e their viability, instead of choking off an entire market sector with unecessary and 
outdated regulations. 

As a person who has lived in several remote spots in Alaska in the 60s and 70s, I can firmly state that canned, 
powdered, and air shipped milk are inferior in quality to raw milk. I do recall times when "the barge 1 * was either 
lost, or delayed....meaning no milk (or produce) available at all, sometimes for weeks. I have heard that there are 
dairy animals in the Bush.. ..why restrict raw milk, which is healthier, and fresh, from those communities? Is that a 
wise "use" of community resources? 

in my mind, the issue of raw milk sales in Alaska is about choice. I want the freedom to chose for myself and my 
family! Having the choice to purchase direct from the farmer or producer supports not only Alaska agriculture, but 
the health of our residents. 

In a time when diversifying our tiny agricultural base is crucial to our future, it would seem obvious that Alaska 
should join the other 28 states who allow raw milk sales. 

I urge you to support sales of raw milk and raw milk products with HB 367

Ted Stevens to reveal requests for earmarks

WASHINGTON, D.C. - U.S. Sen. Ted Stevens says he will begin later this week to 
post all of the earmark requests his office has received from local communities and 
the state. 

The move comes in response to calls from some national Republicans for greater 
transparency in the federal budget process and, specifically, criticism from Gov. 
Sarah Palin of the congressional delegation's use of earmarks to send millions of 
dollars home annually. 

"There is some allegation that Senator Stevens pulls these requests out of thin air 
during the appropriation process," said Aaron Saunders, spokesman for Stevens. 
"By posting these on our Web site, we'll be able to demonstrate to Alaskans exactly 
where these requests come from." 

Stevens plans to post all of the earmark requests he's received from state and 
municipal governments and private organizations for fiscal year 2009, Saunders 
said. The deadline for submitting earmark requests was Feb. 15. 

The delegation is concerned that there's a disconnect between what the governor 
says in public and the funding requests that have been submitted by her 
administration, an Alaska congressional aide said on condition of anonymity 
because they weren't authorized to speak on the issue. 

The state has requested 31 earmarks in fiscal year 2009. Of those, 22 represent 
continuing appropriations from previous years, four have been funded intermittently 
in the past and only five requests are new. 
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The state's funding requests are in line with the governor's call in December to 
reduce the number of earmarks to no more than 10 or 12, excluding ongoing 
appropriations and earmarks for the Alaska National Guard, said John Katz, the 
governor's Washington spokesman. 

"We have reduced the total number of earmark requests from 54 last year to 31/' 
Katz said. "The total amount of money requested has gone down from $550 million 
to less than $200 million;' 

Katz met with Stevens on Monday morning to assure the senator that the state 
supported efforts to shine more light on the earmark process and that the governor 
was not trying to pick a fight with the delegation. 

"I don't see any problem with Sen. Stevens posting the state's earmark requests/' 
Katz said. "We believe they all pass muster in terms of the criteria set forth by the 
congressional delegation and the Bush administration. 

"In each instance, there's a strong federal nexus, citizen support and reliance on an 
open and transparent process," Katz said. "In addition, we've included state 
matching funds whereever possible." 

In an interview here on Saturday, Palin said the state's congressional delegation 
needed to change with the times and significantly curb their use of congressional 
earmarks. 

"We can either put our heads in the sand and ignore the reforms that are coming or 
we can be proactive and get Alaska in a position to be more productive, contributing 
more and become less reliant on the federal government," Palin said. 

The comments hit a nerve with Alaska's senior senator, who is renown for his ability 
to direct federal dollars back to the state through the earmark process. 

Stevens, also a Republican, ranked second in the Senate in the number of earmarks 
he salted into spending bills in 2007. According to the nonprofit budget watchdog 
group Taxpayers for Common Sense, Stevens snagged $389 million in earmarks for 
projects back home. 

Critics of earmarks say the process is rife for abuse by powerful lawmakers who* can 
direct federal spending to pet projects with little or no oversight. 

Stevens has repeatedly defended the use of earmarks, though, arguing that they give 
Congress more say over how federal dollars are spent. 

"The important thing to consider is that each of these requests come from a 
borough, city, community or local organization," Saunders said. 

Stevens supports efforts to make the budget process more transparent and has 
agreed to adhere to new rules adopted in the Senate requiring both the sponsor and 
beneficiary to be listed on each earmark, Saunders said.

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"The appropriation process is not done in a smoke-filled room in the dead of night," 
Saunders said. "There's a process and these bills are vetted over several months." 

Katz said the governor is not against the use of earmarks as long as they meet 
certain standards. 

"She understands Congress* responsibility to appropriate funds, and earmarking is 
part of that responsibility," Katz said. 

Stevens has repeatedly warned the state that earmarking is on the decline and that 
important infrastructure projects will require greater share from the state in the 
future. 

"Stevens has gone before the Legislature for years telling them that federal support 
is going to slow down and that there has to be more support from the state," 
Saunders said. "It's clear that the state is finally getting the message." 

President Bush warned Congress last month that he would veto appropriation bills 
that exceed his $988 billion budget request for non-military spending for fiscal year 
2009 and for cutting the number of earmarks in half. 

He also issued an order to federal agencies directing them to ignore earmarks in the 
reports that accompany spending bills, which are not legally binding. Instead, to be 
funded an earmark would have to be included in the language of the appropriation 
bill, which requires a vote by the full committee. 

On Tuesday, South Carolina Republican Sen. Jim DeMint said he plans to offer an 
amendment in the upcoming Senate budget resolution that would establish a year- 
long moratorium on earmarks.

Commissioner Kreitzer, 

I have recently read correspondence from a meeting with John Cyr the business manger of Public 
Safety Employees Association in which Annette Kreitzer was quoted as saying " ...if Troopers 
andAPFO 's don 't like their pay and/or jobs they should get a different job. If that creates 
vacancies then so be it " 

Additionally in a correspondence with a trooper's wife Annette Kreitzer wrote. "I have said in 
conversations with union representatives meeting in my office that I recognize that there will be 
some (in any negotiation, not just with PSEA) who will not be happy with the outcome of a 
particular contract and who may leave State service. This is not my wish, nor a desired outcome 
of any negotiation, I simply state it as an observation ". 

This does not look favorable on your negotiating team or the administration. I would truly like 
for you to address these issues. From your prospective I understand the need to have clarity. It 
appears from part of your response to a trooper's wife you care. However, as I read the 
correspondence I personally am perplexed. I can tell you from my perspective that troopers and 
their families are becoming frustrated and even angry. Does this administration not care to listen 
to the training and experience of its commanders? I read from state web page part of your 
position as the Commissioner of the Department of Administration. "Alaskans expect and 
deserve access to government with excellent service from State employees. We have many fine 
State employees, and need to continue to bring in and mentor younger workers to fill the ranks oj 
seasoned employees who will be retiring". Has your position changed? 

The commanders of the Alaska State Troopers are telling the states leader and you personally 
Annette Kreitzer that they are in great need of troopers. They are also telling you that the benefit 
package is a big part of the problem. As a manager you listen to your team. You then draw from 
their training and experience to come to a solid decisioa Respectfully, I am not seeing this from 
Annette Kreitzer; 

Your work history has shown you to be a successful business manger in business and shows 
you're a manager of people. Standing before you and your team you have been provided the 
facts from leaders of the Alaska State Troopers telling you what they need. You have families 
and troopers' telling you what is happening on the frontline. You have hard data telling you we 
are losing people to higher paying jobs. You have statistical data telling you that we are not 
keeping up with inflation. An even in your own words in a recent article you have stated "there 
is a constant drum beat coming from other department heads that it is difficult to find qualified 
fob candidates in Juneau. The city } s high housing costs make some lower-paid state jobs 
unattractive ". I would submit to you that it is not only in Juneau it is across the state for many 
departments not just the Department of Public Safety. 

In your own word to the state you tell us "We have many fine State employees and need to 
continue to bring in and mentor younger workers to fill the ranks ". What is your plan to 
complete this? How do you plan on retaining quality Troopers? How do you plan on bringing in 
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and mentoring younger workers to fill the ranks? I would ask you to listen to the voice from the 
members who are currently protecting the streets that you and your family are walking. Listen to the 
leaders with the training and experience telling you the benefit package is a big part of the problem. 
Without our senior people with the training and experience it is difficult to visualize mentoring. 

From my perspective as 21 year trooper and a supervisor, I feel as though you may not be properly 
informed. However, I fail to see how this can be true. The vision I have of what is happening amongst 
the troopers is. they are not feeling valued or appreciated for the service they are providing for citizens 
and this government. Not only am I seeing this on the very basic level of the troopers working the 
streets, but I am seeing and feeling it as a result of a recent contract with the supervisors union. I know 
it has been met with great disappointment. It is killing their morale. Is this your vision of how to 
"retain fine State employees and continue to bring in and mentor younger workers to fill the ranks ". I 
suspect from a posting regarding the contract for the supervisors union you may see this as win for the 
state. I personally disagree. I believe you have shown them that they are not valued or appreciated for 
what they are trying to accomplish. From a managers point of view I believe you have lost their Trust. 
They can not count on administration to give them the very basic tools to complete the job. I would 
request that you look at our commands Strategic Compass. This may enlighten you on their vision and 
their need. 

As a supervisor I can tell you the citizens are complaining. Please feel free to share this with your 
leaders. When we have 1 8 month troopers training 6 month troopers I see problems. We are currently 
at this point. We are struggling to cover shifts. We pay overtime to call troopers in to cover manpower 
shortages. We have troopers leaving for better paying jobs. We can not adequately investigate cases do 
to manpower shortage. I have citizens coming in to my office in tears because they are not getting the 
service they need or deserve. These very incidents brought me to my supervisors to ask them what the 
administration wants to tell the public because we do not have the depth, experience, or the manpower to 
take care of the citizen. Who is the citizen? One that sticks in my mind is a 70 year old former military 
soldier. He came into my office crying because his house was burglarized. I can tell you we did not 
adequately serve his needs. I tried to rectify that but the plain truth of is we lost his trust. We were hot 
able to adequately investigate his case. Why because we did not have the experience or the depth on 
shift to cover the needs. This is not how I want to honor him? This incident which is one of many, 
should have a profound affect on what is a problem for our leaders. I can tell you this is just one of many 
complaints we have had resulting from the lack of manpower, experience and depth. 

I respectfully ask you is this the best Annette Kreitzer can do for the State of Alaska? Is this the best the 
administration can do for the State of Alaska? I am mystified how a manager and a leader can have such 
a great opportunity to make a significant worthy change with so much information at her fingertips and 
fails to embrace it. Please enlighten the citizen and our people regarding this issue? As I envision this, 
your team could easily lead this administration into one of the most successful and well respected forms 
of government know to the State of Alaska. The people want to give their trust. They want to believe in 
a unified and strong government by the people and for the people. I am asking Annette Kreitzer, your 
negotiating team and this administration to move to make a worthy and significant change and give the 
Department of Public Safety the tools to recruit and retain quality people. We need a fair and quality 
contract and benefit package to achieve this goal. I am truly concerned that three years and another 
contract may be too late. I will continue to work on sending your team and the administration additional 
information about the quality of men and women we have.

I still don't want 
to believe the rumors/speculation that they're trying to teach me a lesson for selling the 
jet, but it kinda makes some sense when you consider the unreliability of my 
transportation that I encounter most any time I'm expected to be at events that aren't on 
the road system where I can just drive myself. 



I hope Alaskans understand why we're not able to show up to as many events as previous 
Gov's may have been able to attend that require King Air transportation. Maybe touch base 
with Walt on this? At least ask him "who's in charge" when it comes to availability and 

maintanence of the state plane. 

Even specifically in this case of the King Air being unavailable for my use again now for 
how many weeks? If this is going continue to be par for the course, we need to just shift 
gears away from ever expecting the aircraft would be available for my reliance on its use. 
I'll continue then to rely on my own driving to events on the road system and not 
accepting as many events that require flights, thus lessening burden on Security and DPS.

I'm most comfortable, secure, and have more convenience when I'm able to rely on my own 
transportation arrangements (specifically road trips) and not reliant on speculating 
whether I'll be able to use state transportation or commercial. 

I don't want anyone to have hard feelings over this or point fingers, but it's obvious 
that travel and scheduling proceedures can and should become more sensible, reliable and 
less costly when we get answers on why it f s so difficult to count on state air 
transportation, and we accept that security and travel processes can be pared down from 
today forward in order to simplify and process travel more economically.

I was born and raised in bush Alaska. I have been in Law Enforcement for 19+ years, 17+ with the Alaska 
State Troopers, which makes me one of the old guys. I have spent 14 years working in the Bush, my 
locations have been Anchorage, Kotzebue, Soldotna, Glennallen, Kotzebueand Unalakleet 

The Academy seems like a lifetime ago as I enter the later part of my career. As I look back over my 
career one of the things that stands out is the change in our place in the "hierarchy" of departments in the 
State. At one point we stood out as the premier organization, as far as employment package and 
personnel. We no longer standout in those respects. 

As I recall the last few years we have been "blessed" with a 3% increase in our wages each year! Before 
I could ceiebrate those increases, I was reminded that my "state housing" bill jumped 3% to coincide with 
my "raise". That sure put allot of "extra" money into my pocket. So forgive me when I look very cynically 
at the 3/3/3 and then 4/3/3 numbers the DOA presented to PSEA at the last meeting. 

i have read alot about comparing AST and APD and yes their employment package is better, yes they 
have taken several of our troops and continue to do that. In my opinion it is like comparing apples and 
oranges. While we do many things similar to them, they don't do many things similar to us. At the 
beginning of my career I worked along side of them in Anchorage. When they needed back up, they got a 
half dozen or more cars/officers. Out here in the bush there usually is not back up. I don't recall the last 
time a APD officer switched to AST, that speaks volumes. 

We struggle to fill vacancies statewide and specifically in the bush. With the current contract proposals 
offered by the DOA, you will never get those vacancies filled. I would compare this to swimming up a 
waterfall, it ain't going to happen. 

Being a "career" bush trooper I want to point out a few of the costs alt residents of the bush deal with. 
Gas $5.00 a gallon, a gallon of milk for $8.00, a dozen eggs for $4.00 and so on. Again these are costs 
jail residents out here deal with. TJltJjifltonssJs that tarn doing a job put here that no one else wants to 
do, can do or is willing to do. Someone once gave me a story of "Sheepdogs", it talks about society being 
Sheep, Wolves and Sheepdogs, well i am a Sheepdog. When the shots are fired, I am the one running 
towards the shots, while everyone else is running away. I often wonder what it would be like to have a job 
that did not require a ballistic vest and a gun on my waist, I along with all the Troopers and other Law 
Enforcement officers put our life on the line everyday. When all the Sheepdogs are gone who will protect 
the Sheep? 

Please make a decision to make sure there are Sheepdogs and that the compensation is worth risking 
their lives everyday. The decision is yours to make.

(The area they want to add to the 
reservation would run from the Southern point of Annette Island, south about 35-40 miles to the International 
Border of Canada and Alaska) This proposal will involve conflict with commercial and sport fishermen in 
Southeast Alaska waters, as well as with a petition for annexation of land and water to the Ketchikan Gateway 
Borough. It would also constitute a taking of State property (the waters and submerged lands) for which 
compensation must be paid. Any expanded fishing opportunities for Metlakatla residents in the area of water they 
are seeking would come directly from other Alaskans currently participating in the state's commercial and sport 
fisheries.

Subject: Interesting article on VP choices and greenhouse emissions; advice to McCain

Minnesota' s Republican governor, Tim Pawlenty . carefully prepared his plan for controlling 
greenhouse gas emissions to present it at the annual winter meeting of governors in Washington. That 
effort coincided with Pawlenty's fast-rising prospects to become Sen. John McCain' s choice for vice 
president. But behind closed doors, governors from energy-producing states complained so vigorously 
that Pawlenty's proposal was buried. 

Pawlenty's position as chairman of the National Governors Association may prove to be his undoing. 
While party insiders sing his praises as ideal to be McCain's running mate, leading conservative 
Republican governors have been less than pleased with him. Pawlenty has collaborated with the 
association's Democratic vice chairman, Pennsylvania Gov. Edward G. RendelL on a fat economic 
stimulus package as well as the energy proposal. 

Hours after Pawlenty's energy plan was derailed, McCain himself was privately urged by GOP 
governors not to appear to be anti-coal or anti-oil. The upshot of a busy Saturday at the J.W. Marriott 
Hotel downtown was that Pawlenty came across as somebody considerably different from what 
McCain needs to calm conservatives. He left the nation's capital as a less attractive vice presidential 
possibility than he was when he arrived. 

Pawlenty, 47, has long been talked about as a good fit for the 71 -year-old McCain. He is the most 
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conservative Minnesota governor since Theodore "Tightwad Ted" Christianson in the 1920s. Elected to 
two terms (albeit narrowly) in a slightly blue state, Pawlenty is seen by supporters as a plus for McCain 
in the Democratic Upper Midwest if added to the ticket. 

He gets high grades from conservative fanciers of Republican horse flesh, such as Karl Rove, Ken 
Mehlman and Pawlenty ! s fellow Minnesotan, Vin Weber. Anti-tax activist Grover Norquist approves 
of Pawlenty's record, save for one hike in cigarette taxes. The censorious Cato Institute gave him a C 
for fiscal responsibility in his first term (compared with its grade of F for Mike Huckabee of Arkansas) . 

Pawlenty has largely avoided the fate of other Republicans who were elected governor on a 
conservative platform and then fell prey in office to the lure of spending projects and concomitant tax 
increases. But he has become entwined in the National Governors Association's buddy system by 
serving as its chairman. That allied him with Rendell and put him at odds with conservative 
Republicans. Govs. Haley Barbour of Mississippi , Mitch Daniels of Indiana and Mark Sanford of 
South Carolina were not happy when Pawlenty and Rendell proposed an NGA-sponsored sweetening 
of the Bush administration's stimulus package of $6 billion in federal Medicaid fimding and $6 billion 
in flexible block grants. 

As co-chairman of the association's energy committee (with Kansas Gov. Kathleen Sebelius. who gave 
the Democratic response to President Bush 's State of the Union address this year), Pawlenty proposed 
state goals for reducing carbon dioxide emissions. But at a "governors-only" session that opened the 
meeting on Saturday, Pawlenty encountered adamant opposition. Barbour led the way for governors 
from energy-producing states, including Republican Rick Perry of Texas and Democrat Steve Beshear 
of Kentucky . The issue of greenhouse gases was "set aside," Pawlenty told me, "because we realized 
there was no consensus." 

McCain, who has co-sponsored a global warming bill with his friend and supporter Sen. Joseph 
Lieberman (I-Conn.), got more of the same over dinner with Republican governors that night. They 
made clear that energy was a major issue and that they hoped McCain would be sensitive to energy 
producers. By all accounts, the prospective presidential nominee was receptive. 

That same day, the Wall Street Journal ran a column by Minneapolis- St Paul talk show host Jason 
Lewis critiquing Pawlenty's record — including renewable energy mandates - as too liberal for him to 
be McCain's vice president. "If you look at my record as a whole," Pawlenty told me Sunday, "I would 
be astonished if I was not considered conservative." As for Lewis's remarks, "He doesn't think I'm 
conservative because I'm a proponent of clean energy, and, from my standpoint, we've got a national 
security issue." 

"We loved Ronald Reagan, but he made some compromises along the way," Pawlenty said, adding, 
"We don't have a big enough party to be throwing people overboard." Presumably, that also means coal 
and oil interests.

1 have been in law enforcement in Alaska for fourteen years, i have worked in Bethel, Homer, Soldotna 
and I am currently stationed in Delta Junction. When I was hired by the Alaska State Troopers from a 
municipal agency over ten years ago, the job of an Alaska State Trooper was highly sought after. Many 
officers left smaller agencies to go to work for the State Troopers. Over the last ten years the cost of 
living has skyrocketed. Housing, utilities, food and basic necessities have doubled and fuel is at an all 
time high. During that same time frame, the wage and benefits for the Alaska State Troopers has been 
nearly stagnant while other municipalities have done a much better job of keeping up with the cost of 
living and supporting their employees. In the last five years, I have seen just the opposite in 
employment. Troopers, too many to count at this point, have moved on to other departments in Alaska 
or got out of law enforcement all together. At one time, the Alaska State Troopers were one of the top 
law enforcement agencies in the nation and the premier law enforcement agency in the state. Not so 
anymore. Not even close. The State Troopers have fifty plus vacancies that will likely never be filled due 
to the inability to attract and retain new Troopers. As a supervisor for a small Trooper post, I have one 
of those vacancies. It was filled for two months in the last two years. The remaining Troopers end up 
working hundreds of hours of overtime each to compensate for the vacancy. We don't have a choice. 

Let's leave APD out of the picture. Ft. Greely, which is right next door to Delta Junction, has a police 
department. A one-year officer with that department makes as much as a five-year State Trooper in 
Delta. Not to mention better insurance, benefits, scheduling and backup. Do they want to work for the 
State Troopers? No. Even the new officers from out-of-state know the State Troopers are on a sinking 
ship. As I struggle to keep the Troopers I have working, I hear comments that top administrators from 
the Governor on down don't care about law enforcement and if they are not happy with their jobs, they 
can go find new jobs.

Ted Stevens to reveal requests for. earmarks

WASHINGTON, D,C. - U,S. Sen. Ted Stevens says he will begin later this week to post all of

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the earmark requests his office has received from local communities and the state. 

The move comes in response to calls from some national Republicans for greater 
transparency in the federal budget process and, specifically, criticism from Gov. Sarah 
Palin of the congressional delegation's use of earmarks to send millions of dollars home 

annually. 

"There is some allegation that Senator Stevens pulls these requests out of thin air during 

the appropriation process, " said Aaron Saunders, spokesman for Stevens. "By posting these 

on our Web site, we'll be able to demonstrate to Alaskans exactly where these requests 
come from. " 

Stevens plans to post all of the earmark requests he's received from state and municipal 
governments and private organizations for fiscal year 2009, Saunders said. The deadline 
for submitting earmark requests was Feb. 15. 

The delegation is concerned that there's a disconnect between what the governor says in 
public and the funding requests that have been submitted by her administration, an Alaska 
congressional aide said on condition of anonymity because they weren't authorized to speak 
on the issue. 

The state has requested 31 earmarks in fiscal year 2009, Of those, 22 represent continuing 
appropriations from previous years, four have been funded intermittently in the past and 
only five requests are new. 

The state's funding requests are in line with the governor's call in December to reduce 
the. number of earmarks to no more than 10 or 12, excluding ongoing appropriations and 
earmarks for the Alaska National Guard, said John Katz, the governor's Washington 

spokesman. 

"We have reduced the total number of earmark requests from 54 last year to 31," Katz said. 
"The total amount of money requested has gone down from $550 million to less than $200 
million. " 

Katz met with Stevens on Monday morning to assure the senator that the state supported 
efforts to shine more light on the earmark process and that the governor was not trying to 
pick a fight with the delegation. 

"I don't see any problem with Sen.. Stevens posting the state's earmark requests, " Katz 
said. "We believe they all pass' muster in terms of the criteria set forth by the 
congressional delegation and the Bush administration. 

''In each instance, there's a ' strong federal nexus, citizen support and reliance on an open 
and transparent process," Katz said. "In addition, we've included state matching funds 

whereever possible." 

In an interview here on Saturday, Palin said the state* s congressional delegation needed 
to change with the times and significantly curb their use of congressional earmarks. 

"We can either put our heads in the sand and ignore the reforms that are coming or we can 
be proactive and get Alaska in a position to be more productive, contributing more and 
become less reliant on the federal government, " Palin said. 

The comments hit a nerve with Alaska's senior senator, who is renown for his ability to 
direct federal dollars back to the state through the earmark process- 
Stevens, also a Republican, ranked second in the Senate in the number of earmarks he 
salted into spending bills in. 2007. According to the nonprofit budget watchdog group 
Taxpayers for Common Sense, Stevens snagged $389 million in earmarks for projects back 
home. 

Critics of earmarks say the process is rife for abuse by powerful lawmakers who can direct 
federal spending to pet projects with little or no oversight. 

Stevens has repeatedly defended the use of earmarks, though, arguing that they give 
Congress more say over how federal dollars are spent. 
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"The important thing to consider is that each of these requests come from a borough, city, 
community or local organization, " Saunders said. 

Stevens supports efforts to make the budget process more transparent and has agreed to 
adhere to new rules adopted in. the Senate requiring both the sponsor and beneficiary to be 
listed on each earmark, Saunders said. 

"The appropriation process is not done in a smoke- filled room in the dead of night, " 
Saunders said. "There's a process and these bills are vetted over several months." 

Katz said the governor is not against the use of earmarks as long as they meet certain 

standards . 

"She understands Congress' responsibility to appropriate funds, and earmarking is part of 
that responsibility, " Katz said. 

Stevens has repeatedly warned the state that earmarking is on the decline and that 
important infrastructure projects will require greater share from the state in the future. 

"Stevens has gone before the Legislature for years telling them that federal support is 
going to slow down and that there has to be more support from the state," Saunders said. 
"It's clear that the state is finally getting the message." 

President Bush warned Congress last month that he would veto appropriation bills that 
exceed his $988 billion budget request for non-military spending for fiscal year 2009 and 
for cutting the number of earmarks in half. 

He also issued an order to federal agencies directing them to ignore earmarks in the 
reports that accompany spending .bills, which are not legally binding. Instead, to be 
funded an earmark would have to be included in the language of the appropriation bill, 
which requires a vote by the full committee. 

On Tuesday, South Carolina Republican Sen. Jim DeMint said he plans to offer an amendment 
in the upcoming Senate budget resolution that would establish a year-long moratorium on 

earmarks .

February 29, 2008, Anchorage, Alaska - Fairbanks Superior Court Judge Douglas L. 
Blankenship ruled on Thursday that Lieutenant Governor Sean Parnell took proper action 
regarding the 07WATR and 07WTR3 initiatives. The initiatives propose requirements to new 
large scale metallic mineral mining operations in Alaska. 
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In his ruling dated February 28, 2008, Judge Blankenship concluded that, "Lieutenant 
Governor Parnell was correct in refusing to certify 07WATR because it is an appropriation, 
The lieutenant governor's certification of 07WTR3 as a regulatory measure was correct." 



Lieutenant Governor Parnell commented on Thursday's ruling, stating that, *It*s important 
to get certainty and finality on these significant water and mining issues. Though the 
decision will likely be appealed, it brings us one step closer to an Alaska Supreme Court 
decision on whether the initiative is the proper route for deciding these issues or 
whether that is the Legislature's exclusive domain." 



If this decision is appealed as expected to the Alaska Supreme Court, it will most likely 
be consolidated with the lieutenant governor's appeal of a separate Superior Court 
decision ruling in favor of the initiative sponsors.

I hope Alaskans understand why we're not able to show up to as many events as previous 
Gov's may have been able to attend that require King Air transportation. Maybe touch base 
with Walt on this? At least ask him "who's in charge" when it comes to availability and 

maintanence of the state plane. 

Even specifically in this case of the King Air being unavailable for my use again now for 
how many weeks? If this is going continue to be par for the course, we need to just shift 
gears away from ever expecting the aircraft would be available for my reliance on its use. 
I'll continue then to rely on my own driving. to events on the road system and not 
accepting as many events that require flights, thus lessening burden on Security and DPS. 
It seems this is another good reason to capitalize on pending retirements, less Security 
needs, budget constraints, etc., and we can really pare down travel and security costs 
(and other burdens on DPS) . That's my direction. 

The biggest frustration is always having so many scheduling issues "up in the air" (which 
isn't fair to schedulers nor to Alaskans doing the inviting) and having to guess whether 
I'll be able to rely on air transportation to get me to pending events and appts. 



I'm most comfortable, secure, and have more . convenience when I'm able to rely on my own 
transportation arrangements (specifically road trips) and not reliant on speculating 
whether I'll be able to use state transportation or commercial. 



I don't want anyone to have hard feelings over this or point fingers, but it's obvious 
that travel and scheduling proceedures can and should become more sensible, reliable and 
less costly when we get answers on why it's so difficult to count on state air 
transportation, and we accept that security and travel processes can be pared down from 
today forward in order to simplify and process travel more economically.

I talked on the phone with Mr. Hamel last week and again this morning regarding his 
concerns. His most immediate concerns relate to certain alleged maintenance and 
replacement policies BP has in place on the North Slope. He believes these policies 
promote short-term cost savings while putting critical valves and turbines (and workers) 
at risk.

I have been a proud Alaska State Trooper for several years now and tell others of the great things 
this department has done over the years. I am proud to wear the uniform and work for the State 
of Alaska every day. However, I am greatly troubled at how we as Troopers are continually 
forced to be paid pennies and nickels for the job that we do, and really troubled about comments 
made by Commissioner Kreitzer, that if the Troopers don Hlike their pay and/or jobs then they 
should get a different one. These words are very disturbing to say the least 10-15 years ago the 
Alaska State Troopers were one of the top paying agencies in the country, and now we don't 
even rank.

My wife was an elementary school teacher for 12 of those years. She chose to move with me in 
hopes of finding a job in a small community of a few thousand people. She gave up her career 
for me, the Alaska State Troopers, and the families of the State of Alaska. After arriving here, 
she was labeled the Troopers wife and was unable to find a job due to this. After 7 month of 
trying to sub and working odd jobs she had to return to Fairbanks, and thank God the Fairbanks 
North Star Borough School District let her have her teaching job back, because we used all of 
our savings just to keep two household afloat. So you ask yourself, why does this pertain to me 
as the Governor or an Alaska State citizen? It is important to you because you are probably going 
to lose a highly qualified Trooper to another department because our pay and benefits just don't 
compete anymore. I wear the Alaska State Trooper uniform proudly every day and serve the 
citizens of this great state with great honor, but if our benefits and pay don't change, I will have 
to look at another department that will support my family just as Commissioner Kreitzer stated, I 
know that there are many more Troopers that are walking in my same shoes and are facing the 
same situations as myself every day. 

We as Troopers are not asking for millions, but for a fair contract that will retain and recruit 
employees. Thank you for your time.

Governor, 

The Senate Finance Committee rolled out their supplemental budget (Fiscal Year 2008 additions) today. They 
included $51 million from last year's vetoed projects. I strongly recommended against this to the House and 
Senate co-chairs. The Senate did not really care about our position but we may have made some progress with 
the House. We will see. The other big ticket item in the bill is a $2.6 Billion deposit into the CBR and they 
intended to include an additional $1 Billion into the statutory budget reserve. 

The school funding bill was up today on the Senate Floor. The Senate minority offered an amendment to 
increase the base student allocation from $100 to your $200 number. There were 5 votes in favor. I am still 
having a hard believing that Bettye Davis, Hollis French and others would vote against the amendment. Politics! 

I heard that Jim Clark will plead guilty tomorrow for his actions in getting VECO to pay for campaign activities. 

We will not be able to get a statement from McCain today in support of the gas pipeline. I am expecting a call in 
the next day or two to get it worked out. Nick felt it was a product of staff not McCain but that it should be 
relatively easy to get something worked up in a day or two. 

A new cost estimate of the Anchorage hatchery came in today at a significantly higher amount. I spoke with 
Denby this morning and we are looking at options. As we talked last week, I was planning on finalizing a bill 
today to allow the financing of both projects to go forward but ! will not hold off a few days until we get this sorted 
out.

Former Murkowski chief of staff pleads guilty to corruption charges 

ANCHORAGE, Alaska — Jim Clark, the former chief of staff to Gov. Frank Murkowski, has pleaded 
guilty to a single count of conspiracy. 

The charges stem from an ongoing federal investigation into public corruption of Alaska politicians. 

Specifically, the plea agreement indicates that Clark committed mail and wire fraud in order to 
advance a "scheme" in which VECO Corp. would eventually pay more than $68,000 in expenses 
relating to Gov. Murkowski's re-election campaign. 

The charges go on to say that the scheme was hatched so that the public would "be deceived and 
the payments would not be disclosed, as required by law." 

The charges stem from the 2006 Petroleum Profits Tax debate In the state Legislature. Two former 
state lawmakers, Pete Kott and Vic Kohring, have already been found guilty of corruption-related 
charges stemming from the PPT 20/20 debate.

Please remove the appropriation of $8,900,000 from "2008 transportation project fund" 
in SB 224 to DNR for the South Denali Access Road design and construction project. 
We know that the road is supposed to be a part of the development for the South Denali Visitor 
Center, but since there is no ftmding yet to build, staff, or maintain the proposed visitor center, 
the planning and construction of a road would be premature. It is our understanding that the 
proposed road if built now would simply deadend on Curry Ridge. The Ridge and all the 
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surrounding wilderness would be accessible to motorized traffic and vulnerable to destruction. Without 
a visitor center and the attending park ranger staff presence that will come with such a facility, State 
Parks does not have the staff or finding to protect and manage a wilderness area at the end of a road. 

We are Mat-Su Bourough residents. We live in the Butte and we also have a cabin up near 
the proposed project. We have witnessed the physical destruction and constant mayhem that 
arises when there is an unmanaged road that gives unfettered access to ATVs to the 
wilderness - read that Jim Creek Road. (If you are unaware of Jim Creek/Knik River 
problems - please consult any Mat-Su legislator or the State Troopers or DNR.) We enjoy the 
peace and quiet of the wilderness up near the proposed visitor center. We understand and 
support the need for a visitor center for Denali State Park to give people access to the park, 
but we do not support building this development on a piecemeal basis. If any of you were to fly 
over the area which encompasses the park, you would afready see the physical destruction of 
vast amounts of acreage that ATVs have access to - simply by driving off the Parks Highway 
onto the tundra. 
If South Denali is to be developed it needs to be done right. The road should be part of the 

total construction project not a separate, initial effort. If the State wants to begin to fund the 
South Denali project, but not fund the entire project we suggest that the state do the following: 
1. purchase Parks Highway inholdings within one mile of the proposed access road and work 
with the Mat-Su Borough to develop regulations for the area. 

2. fund DNR staff to work with the Mat-Su Borough to develop land use regulations for the actual proposed site and 
surrounding area before any actual project construction begins 

3. fund DNR staff to work with appropriate governmental officials (both on federal and state 
level) to work out plans for how the entire project will be designed and built and then staffed, 
maintained, and operated. For instance, we have heard that the state's annual share for 
running the facility will be $500,000. Has anybody sat down and figured how this will be paid 
every year, let alone build the facility? 

Again, please remove the appropriation of $8,900,000 from "2008 transportation project fund" 
in SB 224 to DNR for the South Denali Access Road design and construction project.

Govenor Palin, LT. Govenor Parnell, Commissioner Kreitzer: 

Let me preface this correspondence by thanking you for taking the time to read this email outlining 
some of my concerns regarding the state of affairs affecting myself and other law enforcement officers 
throughout the State system.

My name is Zachary Osborn, and I work as an Airport Police & Fire Officer at Fairbanks 
International. I have been employed for about two and a half years in this capacity. I was initially hired 
with three other recruits in 2005. Once my hiring cycle was complete, my department no longer had any 
vacancies due to successful hiring processes throughout 2004 and 2005. In total, spring of 2004- spring 
of 2006 yielded a total of 12 new hires for the airport. Of those 12 hired, only myself and Officer 
Dickerson, who is currently on military deployment overseas, are the only two who have not resigned or 
been terminated. Expressed in other terms, the retention rate for new hires at Fairbanks Airport from 2004 
to 2008 is a shockingly dismal 17%! As of today, 65% of the Officers at this department have less than 
two years of experience, and less than 25% of Officers have three or more years of service. Currently 
40% of the command staff (Sergeants and Lieutenant) is eligible for retirement 

The inability of my department to effectively recruit and retain quality employees has reached 
epidemic proportions. With the inception of Tier IV retirement benefits and continued sub-par wages, 
there is no reason to think that the current several-year trend will change. The job of any state police 
officer presents numerous challenges individually, and to one's family- as many Troopers and APFOs 
have outlined in their letters to you. The difficulty in recruitment and retention of Airport Police & Fire 
Officers is compounded by the necessity that a recruit receive full state police certification, fire-fighting 
certification, aircraft rescue certification and EMS certification- all the while being paid a full range below 
Trooper recruits. As you have been informed by many Troopers, their wage is still too low to attract 
worthwhile, long-term employees. 

I understand that the State desires to be fiscally responsible and control spending lest we be 
unprepared for lean times that may come. Nevertheless, a true need exists within our growing economy 
and burgeoning communities for the best and brightest to stand ready to answer when and where 
problems and emergencies arise. The State cannot afford to allow law enforcement agencies to continue 
their downward slide. Action must be taken to increase the appeal of State police jobs to encourage those 
who are capable and willing to accept the challenges these tasking jobs require to join the ranks and 
remain for years to come. I hope that it is understood that we are not seeking government largess, but 
merely competitive wages and benefits commensurate with the work and challenges we deal with on a 
daily basis. 

Please prioritize the needs of those who are tasked with protecting the citizens of Alaska so that 
our ability to provide first-rate service to those under our charge never diminishes.

I continue to say we are making progress and believe that 
we are.

Sen. Cowdery returned to Juneau yesterday and there is some speculation that it's because 
the Senate Majority needs him for a few close votes. 



ABORTION: Rep. Coghill's bill on parental consent <HB 364) moved out of House Judiciary 
on Priday...af ter 6 hours of public testimony and debate. It now moves to Finance. Rep. 
Coghill and his staff are aware that you support their efforts. 



EDUCATION: We had hoped the legislature would adopt our education plan and that there was 
funding available for the plan BUT, there are good aspects of the bill that passed the 
Senate yesterday. The bill increases the base student allocation by $100 for each of the 
next three years, boosts funding for students with intensive needs, provides more money 
for high-cost school districts, protects districts with declining enrollment and adjusts 
state reimbursements for transportation costs. I expect we will hear more from school 
districts on that. 



Sen. Therriault made a statement on the Senate floor yesterday during debate on an 
amendment to increase the base student rate to $200. He pointed out that $22 million was 
being argued as too much, while in just 15 minutes, the Senate Finance Committee inserted 
$50 million into the FY 08 Supplemental to fund previously vetoed capital projects. 
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Sen. Wilken today is making behind the scenes efforts to inform Senators that the $100 BSA 
increase only results in a net increase of $11.52 due to the elimination of the school 
improvement grants. He will also counter Sen. Elton's statement on the floor yesterday 
about unsustainable growth in the out years, by explaining that the amount would not grow. 



Sen. wilken plans to state on the Senate floor today, during reconsideration of HB 273, 
that he is hopeful that if the funding is not included in this bill, that the $22 million 
will be appropriated in the operating or capital budget. 



Sen. Wilken intends to point out that the campaign platforms of all the senators is in 
support of education. He wants to force those in opposition to the increased BSA to make 
statements on the record. 



VETOES: The Senate brought back $51 million in '08 vetoes and placed them in the 
supplemental budget. It is too soon to say if I will veto the projects that were put back 
in to the budget. There is a lot of work left to do on the supplemental bill and the . 
public will also weigh in on the projects that were added. But overall spending last year 
was too high. 



We have included requests for capital projects in the supplemental bill - for things like 
DOTPF projects that are ready to go to bid and that could be started in this construction 
season rather than wait for a July 1 fiscal year start date. That however is very 

different from revisiting items that were vetoed - we would prefer to work with the 

legislature on the overall spending/savings plan for FY08 and FY09 - and, we do not yet 
know what that looks like! 



It is difficult to see the whole picture of the budget - since the operating budget is 

just on the House Floor - capital budget doesn't start in earnest until next week - 
basically lots of work left to do. 



SB 168: Senate Bill 168 effectively caps the total passenger tax at $50, and cities such 
as Juneau and Ketchikan would be paid out of that money for the passenger taxes they 
levied themselves. The bill sets the maximum rebate to cities at $10 a passenger. 
Lawmakers amended the bill so it would be effective in 2009 instead of being retroactive 
and returned it to the Rules Committee. Too early to say if you would veto this (Bob 
Tkacz may ask) .

Dear Governor Palin, 



Like you, I believe that AGIA is vital to the future of Alaska's economy. I 
also believe that it is coming, and we need to start preparing for it now. 
The reality is that when the construction of the pipeline begins, this state 
will be flooded with hundreds of young adult male blue collar workers who 
will be making more money than they have ever made in their lives.

When we are faced with the additional 
strains brought on by the pipeline workers, there is only one way to be 
prepared; by having an adequate number of trained, loyal law enforcement 
officers in place. While you have no control over the hiring of officers in 
municipal departments, you have tremendous say in the recruitment and 
retention of troopers. As a 12 year trooper, I am very concerned about the 
future of our department, especially when the pipeline comes. 



Many people say that the Anchorage Police Department is the 

trooper's biggest competition, but I disagree. I believe that our biggest 

competition will be whichever company is chosen to build the pipeline. When 

that company starts hiring, the troopers need to be satisfied enough in

their jobs that they will not "jump ship." And the only way to have 
experienced, loyal troopers in place when this pipeline construction begins 
is to start hiring enough now. No matter how you or anyone feels about how 
much current troopers earn, the reality is that based on our lack of ability 
to fill the open spots we have now, potential applicants do not believe that 
starting pay is high enough. If they felt otherwise, we would have 
thousands of applicants to choose from, which was the case in the not too 
distant past when the troopers were the highest paid law enforcement agency 
in the state. Once the pipeline construction starts, it's too late. Even 
if we did suddenly raise starting wages then and hire the troopers we need, 
they would have no experience. They would be new, they would make mistakes 
because we wouldn't be able to train them in time, and the state would 
suffer in the long run. No one can deny that a four year trooper is more 
effective and efficient than a four month trooper. 

By raising the starting salaries of troopers now, it becomes a win, 
win, win situation. It's a win for you because you are saying to the people 
of Alaska "I believe so much in AGIA that I am starting to put the 
infrastructure in place now." It is a win for the people of Alaska, because 
they are being provided with the law enforcement protection they want and 
deserve. And finally it would be a win for the department and the troopers 
because for the first time in years, we would have the manpower needed to do 
the job people of the state expect from us. We would be getting paid an 
adequate wage, which would then be spent in the businesses of the state, 
improving the economy everywhere we serve. 



AGIA is exciting and glamorous. But leading the charge to Alaska* s 
future means more than getting the parties involved to agree. Believing in 
AGIA means laying the ground work and putting the infrastructure in place 
before it's too late. Do you believe in AGIA?

likely 3 rd ? Are you also aware Alaska ranks #3 overall in aggravated assault, or that we rank 
#22 in Murder and Manslaughter? Were you aware Alaska ranks #18 in overall property crimes 

in the country? Were you aware that in 2004, Alaska was ranked the 7 th highest state for violent 
crime, ahead of California, New York, New Jersey, and 40 other states by the US Census 
Bureau? 

I was born and raised in Alaska, mostly in southcentral. I remember growing up in Eagle River, 
at a time when nobody locked their doors or worried about their children walking to a neighbors 
house. I remember a time when a homicide anywhere in Alaska, including Anchorage, was a 
rare event. I remember a time when people didn't have to check a government database to find 
out how close the nearest sexual predator lived to their homes. Do you remember these good 
times when you were growing up in the valley? 

At the same time that Alaska shamefully leads the majority of other states in these violent crime 
statistics, the Department of Public Safety and DOT Airport Police and Fire Departments have 
lost a total of approximately 96 Troopers and Officers to retirement and resignation. In the past 
3 years, DPS alone has spent hundreds of thousands of dollars in recruitment efforts, with a net 
gain of 3 Troopers. Currently almost 50% of the lateral hires recruited to be State Troopers from 
other agencies have already left DPS, many for their old jobs. Commissioner Monegan stated 
recently he expects to loose an average of 2 Troopers a month for the remainder of this year, 
which is an added 18. I am not a mathematician, however at an average cost of $100,000 to train 
and equip each new State Trooper, plus figuring 33-50% of each departing officers last years pay 
lost due to loss of experience (see report by A0237 Executive Working Group, pg. 3, paragraph 
A). My calculations show that using a low average salary of $50,000 for these 1 14 departed 
employees, the loss of these 1 14 Troopers/officers and replacing them + 3 new Troopers has thus 
far cost the state $4.29 million over the past 4 years. 

I too am a conservative and believe it is imperative that we save for a rainy day. I do not believe 
however, one should put their entire paycheck in the bank and not pay their utility and food 
bills. Gov. Palin, the Troopers within the Department of Public Safety are your food

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bill, manwhile your family, the citizens of Alaska, are starving! $4.29 million is a lot of money to flush 
down the toilet because some in your administration believe, "if they don't like their pay, they can just 
quit". I ask how much a financial package for Troopers that makes DPS competitive in the job market 
will cost in comparison? 

Governor, next to a healthy economy and adequate schools, Americans as a whole, and Alaskans in 
particular want adequate public safety for their families. You have the unique opportunity to make a 
clear statement to Alaskans and to the rest of the country that you will no longer tolerate this great state 
belonging to the criminals. You can single handedly provide this state the highly trained, dedicated 
State Troopers it needs to change these disturbing statistics. Giuliani did it in New York City, and look 
how popular his still is across the country to this day. 

I intend to be brief, so I will not discuss at length the hazardous conditions that Law Enforcement faces. 
Needless to say, if statisticians used rate of physical injury instead of death rates, commercial crabbers 
would loose the title of most dangerous job. 

As an Alaska State Trooper, I took an oath to serve the people of Alaska. You, in taking office as 
Governor took a similar oath.

Per our discussion last week, I wanted you to see the attached opinion piece by 
Governor Palin published today in the Fairbanks News-Miner. 

As you will note, the op-ed piece discusses several of the issues that you raised last 
week.

I feel compelled to respond to your gross mischaracterization (March 2, "Earful of 
Earmarks") of my position on congressional earmarks. 

I am not among those who have said "earmarks are nothing more than pork projects 
being shoveled home by an overeager congressional delegation."! recognize that 
Congress, which exercises the power of the purse, has the constitutional 
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responsibility to put its mark on the federal budget, including adding funds that the 
president has not proposed. 

Accordingly, my administration has recommended funding for specific projects and 
programs when there is an important federal purpose and strong citizen support. 

This year, we have requested 3 1 earmarks, down from 54 in 2007. Of these, 27 
involve continuing or previous appropriations and four are new requests. The total 
dollar amount of these requests has been reduced from approximately $550 million 
in the previous year to just less than $200 million. 

I believe this represents a responsible approach to the changing situation in 
Congress. Some misinterpret this as criticism of our congressional delegation. 

In fact, it responds to messages from the Congressional delegation and the Bush 
administration. They have told us that the number of earmarks in the federal 
budget will be reduced and that there must be a strong federal purpose underlying 
each request. 

We have also heard that, wherever possible, earmark requests must be accompanied 
by a state or local match. So, there are state budget consequences that must be 
considered as well when we ask for federal help. 

There is no inconsistency or hypocrisy between my previous statements concerning 
earmarks and the recommendations my administration made to the delegation on 
Feb. 15. Specifically, I said earlier that the state would submit no more than 12 new 
requests, excluding earmarks for ongoing projects and the Alaska National Guard. 
Our recommendations are consistent with my previous comments and recognize the 
new budgetary realities in D.C. 

Further, I applaud the d elegation's decision to post all earmark requests. Posting, 
along with other reforms, will help insure the open and transparent public process 
that good government demands. 

Regarding your comments concerning earmarks requested by local governments and 
other Alaska entities, I have never sought to impose my views on their activities. In 
fact, my D.C. office meets with dozens of local governments and others requesting 
earmarks and this interaction has always been cooperative and cordial. 

Each entity must interpret the new realities in D.C. for itself. The final decisions 
about which earmark requests to pursue are made by the congressional delegation 
as our representatives in Congress. 

My role at the federal level is simply to submit the most well-conceived earmark 
requests we can. Of course, since the congressional delegation has told us that they 
expect state or local matches, requests submitted by others may have implications 
for the Alaska Legislature as well. 

As I have said previously, we can either respond to the changing circumstances in 
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Congress or stick our heads in the sand. For better or worse, earmarks, which 
represent only about 1 percent of the federal budget, have become a symbol for 
budgetary discussions in general. 

Unfortunately, Alaska has been featured prominently in the debate about reform. By 
recognizing the necessity for change, we can enhance the state's credibility in the 
appropriations process and in other areas of federal policy. 

One of my goals as governor is making Alaska as self-sufficient as possible. Among 
other things, that means the ability to develop our natural resources in a 
responsible manner. 

However, I am also mindful of the role that the federal government plays in our 
state. The federal budget, in its various manifestations, is incredibly important to 
us, and congressional earmarks are one aspect of this relationship.
